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It is the object of this work to educate and enlighten the public 
in general, and Spiritualists in particular, in regard to the methods of 
a horde of swindlers who are robbing the people by pretending that 
they are mediums through whose instrumentality the spirits of the 
dead are enabled to produce wonderful manifestations—even to the 
taking on of apparently tangible material forms capable of walking, 
talking, eating and drinking, as real, live human beings. : 

It is not the purpose of the author of this book to deny any well- 
established, scientifically demonstrated facts. It is our purpose solely 
to expose the fraudulent nature of much that passes current among 
Spiritualists as genuine mediumship, and believed to be the work of 
spirits of the dead. When everybody is informed, no one can be de- 
ceived. 

The facts in this little book have cost me much time and money, 
as I had to buy outright many of the tricks, and if it will serve to 
remove the scales from any eyes now blinded by the horrible iniqui- 
ties of fraudulent pretenders who play upon the most sacred feelings 
of the human heart, in the name of the-beloved dead, the efforts of 
the author will be fully rewarded, for to know is the watchword of 


the age. 
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SLATE WRITING 


There are many different ways of producing slate writing. Where 
mediums are located for some time in one place they have the seance 
room “fixed for business,’ and accomplices to assist them. A sliding 
panel is arranged in a convenient door through which the slates are 
passed to an accomplice, who writes the messages and hands them 
back. This is usually done in dark circles, though it is also done in the 
light for private sittings, when curtains are arranged to conceal the 
opening and the slates are placed upon the floor. While the medium is 
engaging his “sitter’s” attention. the confederate does the work. An- 
other way is to have the sitter write questions addressed to some spirit 
friend, fold the billets. put them between slates, put a rubber band about 
them, hold them over the sitter’s head a moment until your confed- 
erate, who is concealed by a convenient curtain, can change the slates; 
and as soon as the questions are answered he will rap the signal and 
you again place the slates on the sitter’s head, when they are changed 
by the confederate. You must be careful in doing this to let your 
wrist and not the slate, come in contact with your sitter’s head. For 
this method it is best.to give sittings by appointment and have your 
slates prepared, when but one change is necessary. After the change 
has been made hold the slates on the sitter’s shoulder a few moments 
and scratch with your finger on the under surface—meanwhile asking 
if he does not hear the writing, &c. This changing of slates can be 
done through a small opening in the floor, concealed by a rug, and 
the confederate below does the work. All the details of carrying out 
this plan must be determined by the adaptability of the place where 
the work is done. Sometimes the slates are placed in a table or 
bureau drawer. which has a movable back, and is opened through the 
“panel,” against which the table is placed, and the slates removed and 
written upon and returned to the drawer. After a suitable length of 
time the drawer can be opened and the slates will be found full of 
writing. If the drawer is locked, and the sitter keeps the key until 
the spirits signify the writing is done, it proves a very satisfactory 
process. Any desk, sideboard or cabinet will answer this purpose. 
Be careful to have the drawer lined with black cloth so no noise can 
be made in removing the slates; the pretense for putting them in 
there is on account of having them in total darkness. A medium al- 
ways talks about his “guides” and the “conditions” required for the 
production of phenomena. This talk has been so persistently made by 
pretended mediums that spiritualists generally accept it as true and 
blindly accede to the most ridiculous conditions because “the spirits 
demand it.” If any mistakes or failures occur blame “the spirits” for 
it and it will be all right. 

Another very good way to get slate writing without the aid of a 
confederate is to have one large slate with a frame thick enough to 
conceal a smaller slate held under it. Have a “stock message,” which 
will apply to any person, partly written on the small slate. Of course, 
no one must handle the large slate. That is your “magnetized” slate, 
and is of great value to you in getting the writing on small slates. 
Have your sitter write a question addressed to some spirit friend. 
The writing must be done on your own “magnetized paper,” of which 
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you have duplicates. When this billet is written and folded up, take 
it and hold it up to your forehead and pretend you are getting the 
power or influence’ which will answer it. During the performance 
change the written billet for the blank you have in your hand and 
pass the blank to the sitter and tell him to burn it. Then scatter the 
ashes over some slates and request the sitter to go to the wash bowl 
and thoroughly wash and wipe the slates. Now is your opportunity 
to read his billet, which you still retain in your palm. Glance at it 
quickly and then slip it in vour pocket and writ the answer to his 
question on the small slate and sign the name of the spirit addressed. 
Remember to always keep the big slate towards the sitter, and if he 
notices that you are writing tell him you are sometimes controlled to 
write, while waiting for the spirits to get strong enough. Always 
have a nice message written on the large slate which will apply to any 
case or condition. When vou have finished the writing lay both big 
and little slates down together on the end of the table, and wait until 
the sitter gets through washing the others and: brings them back to 
the table. Then take right hold of the pile of slates he has just 
washed, with both hands, and ask the sitter to do the same; then jerk 
and shiver a little and talk to the spirits—tell them to impress you 
what to do next. After performing in this manner a few moments 
remark that it might facilitate the writing if you put your large 
“magnetized slate’ over the pile. as it would give the spirits more 
power. Then carefully lift the large slate with the small one under it 
and lay them on top of the others. After waiting a moment or so 
remove the large slate and let your sitter read the message which it 
1s supposed you wrote “automatically.” While he is doing this you 
can divide the pile of slates. or turn them over and throw two or three 
on the floor or on another pile so as to confuse the sitter regarding the 
number, as he must not notice the extra slate. Now ask him to place 
his hands on the pile containing the slate having the message on it. 
Let him hold them there a short time, and then bv “raps” or “im- 
pression” tell him you think they have written on the slates and let 
him look at.the slates under his hands. and, of course, he will find the 
the message and answer to his anestion, and not knowing how it 
came there the “test” will be complete. 


Another method of slate writers is to take a slate and make a 
large letter. cross, or figure. with a piece of chalk on one side of it, 
and then with colored cravons or slate pencil write messages all over 
the chalk mark. When all is completed, place a silicon cover over 
it exactly resembling the color of the slate. When giving the “sit- 
ting” or public exhibition, take your “fixed slate’ and make a chalk 
mark upon the silicon cover exactly like the one underneath it, and 
also one on the other side of the slate. Then take another clean slate 
and mark it on both sides in like manner with chalk. As you put the 
two slates together deftly drop the silicon from between them 
and put a rubber band around them. Let your sitter hold them with 
you a few moments, or lay them on the table and let him keep his 
hands upon them—or throw them upon the floor—any way to please 
your victim; when you have performed this way long enough tell 
him to open the slates and see if the spirits have written anything. 
He will be greatly surprised to see the beautiful messages all written 
over the chalk mark he imagines he saw you make upon the slate at 
the becinnine of the seance. Another way is to make a chalk mark 
on both sides of the silicon, and when the slates are put together turn 
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them over, or lay them on the table with a little jerky motion or jar, 
sufficient to drop the silicon over on the other slate, and then, when 
the slates are opened, the mark will appear on the opposite side, as 
well as the written messages. This is one of the greatest slate writing 
tricks and impossible of detection if cleverly done. Some take a slate 
out of the frame and shave or grind it down very thin and use it in- 
stead of the silicon as a cover for the prepared messages. It can be 
washed and wiped by the sitter, and he will never imagine it 1s 
“double and loaded.” For public tests, have one side of the silicon 
covered with a piece of newspaper neatly pasted on, and when it is 
dropped out after the slates have been examined, let it fall upon a pa- 
per on the table and it will not be noticed. 

Another method for test conditions is to have the messages all 
written with a pure nitrate of silver pencil, and by breathing upon it 
the writing will disappear, leaving an apparently clean surface. 
Have some salt water ready for your sitter or yourself, to wash the 
slates with, and then put the slates together a few moments, when 
the writing will all come out fresh and clear as when written, and the 
test will be considered great, as you can let your sitter hold them 
while the writing is developing. Should it for any reason look dim, 
you must say that “the force is weak” and the spirits cannot write as 
plainly as they usually do. 

Carbon and lunar caustic pencils can also be used in writing, and 
developed with a coating of chalk or a capsule of pure nitrogen gas. 

Sometimes writing is produced upon the sitter’s own slates when 
they have been tied or sealed together by inserting a thin wedge and 
opening them enough to admit a very small steel rod with a piece of 
pencil fastened in the end. With a little practice, writing can be done 
in this manner sufficient to satisfy the ordinary investigator or spir- 
itualist. 

Slates can be placed upon the floor, and the large slate previously 
referred to laid over them to “magnetize them;” but, of course, the 
large slate merely conceals a “fixed” slate, which is deftly exchanged 
when the slates are picked up by the medium. 


Another trick, which is considered clever, is to have an ordinary 
school slate, or pair of slates. wrapped with cord elastic which resem- 
bles plain cord. A spring is arranged in the frame, by touching which 
the four corners come apart, and as the elastic stretches the slate 
drops out, and, being double, the sides are quickly reversed and the 
prepared messages turned on the outside and the slate returned to 
the frame. This can be done in the presence of the sitter by a clever 
operator after a little practice. Any slate can be used this way 
without the cord, by having the corners loosened so one end of the 
frame can be removed for the change. 


For public slate writing it is always best to have a confederate in 
the audience who has brought his own slates and defies you to get 
writing on them in his own hands. It is very convincing to an au- 
dience to have such an individual’s challenge accepted by the medium, 
and, after considerable performance, find the slates filled with writing. 
Of course, no one would think of examining such a person’s slates to 
see if they were already “fixed.” No one ever thinks of that, and the 
game is a success, and rapturous applause greets the triumphant me- 
dium when the slates are opened and exhibited. “Spirit pictures” are 
often put on slates with messages for public exhibitions. One promi- 
nent slate writer did a great business in this way, and attained fame as 
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a medium by clever work. Any person can do the same who has no 
conscientious scruples or principles of honor and integrity. 


~One of the cleverest ways of giving slate writing in one’s own 
home is to have a trap door in the floor through which slates are 
passed to a confederate below. One of the most noted slate writers 
on the Pacific Coast had his room fixed in this manner. A rug con- 
cealed the trap, but it was arranged in an ingenious manner. A piece 
was cut out of the rug and tacked over the trap, and the rug then 
carefully fitted around it and tacked to the floor. A fur mat is best 
for this purpose, as the hair conceals the trap very effectually. Down 
in the basement was a room partitioned off, in which was a table, 
chair, shelf for slates, a coal oil stove, a small tea kettle for steaming 
open sealed letters with questions, lead pencils, dies, sealing wax, 
screw drivers, and many other useful articles for the successful open- 
ing of sealed slates, etc., etc. The ceiling was so low that the assist- 
ant’s head nearly touched it when standing up; consequently his hand 
could reach up through the opening and take the slates from the 
medium the moment they were passed out of the sitter’s sight under 
the table. In this way questions were answered and wonders per- 
formed. A number of slates—four or five—would be given to the 
sitter to wash and wipe, and then taken by the medium and thrown 
upon the floor in different directions, and the sitter requested to put 
his feet upon some of them. The trick was done in the brief moment 
the slates were in the medium’s hands, when they were quickly ex- 
changed for an equal number of already prepared ones taken from the 
hand of the confederate. A number of slates were always kept in 
stock in the little den below, containing carefully prepared messages 
that would apply to anyone, and these were usually sandwiched in 
among those written for the occasion in answer to questions. Good 
slate writers always sit by appointment and are thus enabled to have 
everything ready. Ifa sitter brings his own slates secured in such a 
manner that it would be impossible to open them without detection, 
and none of the methods previously explained would enable the con- 
federate to procure any writing on the inside of the slate, the only 
way is to tell him that the magnetism of his slates is such that your 
band cannot use them, and ask him to select a pair of your slates, and 
give him screws and sealing wax to fasten them together; affix your 
own seal to the wax to make it appear doubly sure. Pass the slates 
under the table—the confederate gives you another pair to hold—and 
in a few moments he has opened the slates, written upon them, fas- 
tened and sealed them—having duplicates of everything used, even to 
the seal, which, of course you say, is your own private seal and not 
another just like it in the world. When the sitter is told that the sit- 
ting is finished he will wrap his slates carefully up, take them home, 
and in the presence of some confidential friend or sceptic he will 
break the seal, take out the screws, and find his slates covered with 
writing, his questions all sealed up just as he fixed them, and he will 
then be ready to take oath that the slates never left his hands for one 
moment. He will never think of the one moment the medium had 
them alone as they were being passed under the table. Where ma- 
terializing seances are held in the same room the trap door serves as 
a place through which confederates come and go with ease in per- 
sonating spirits. In having billets written, a good way is to have a 
number of small envelopes and cards to fit them. Give these to the 
sitter and tell him to write his question on one side only of the card 
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and seal it up. The confederate then passes a sponge moistened with 
alcohol over the envelope and the writing is plainly visible. The ques- 
tion can be easily read, and the envelope dries in a moment. This is 
not necessary where duplicate envelopes are to be had, unless the 
sitter has marked his questions in some manner so that an exchange 
cannot be made. 

Another way of getting writing on a slate under what are consid- 
ered test conditions is to hold a slate pressed firmly against the under 
side of the table and get the writing on the side of the slate next to 
the table. To do this successfully requires some practice. The me- 
dium must wear what is called a “thimble” with a small piece of 
pencil inserted in the end, or he must learn to write with a small bit 
of pencil under his finger nail. The writing must be done in reverse, 
or from right to left, so that it will appear as if written on the inside 
of the slate. The slate is quickly reversed in taking it from under the 
table. This mirror writing, as it is called, is practiced to considerable 
extent among mediums, and has a wonderfully convincing effect upon 
the investigator who gets the scrawl, and is obliged to hold the slate 
or paper before a mirror in order to read it. This mode of writing 
requires some practice to do it nicely, but as a proof of independent 
spirit power is quite satisfactory to the ordinary mind. 


A novel method of writing between closed slates, which is a recent 
invention and is described in “Hours With the Ghosts,” we have tested 
and obtained quite satisfactory results. A small piece of iron or steel 
is dipped in mucilage and rolled in chalk or slate pencil dust until 
it forms a little ball, which soon hardens and looks like an innocent 
bit of chalk or piece of slate pencil. When giving a test sitting take 
this little piece of chalk or pencil, as the case may be, and place it 
between two slates which can then be locked, sealed, or screwed to- 
getter, as the sitter may desire. Then hold the slate evenly under the 
table, and with a strong magnet trace the name or message you desire 
on the under side of the slates. The pole of the magnet against the 
slate will cause the steel pellet with its chalk coating to write inside 
the slates. In order to locate the chalk between the slates, place it 
in one corner or in the middle of the slate; you can allow your sitter 
to hold one end of the slates while the writing is being done. It can 
be done in the dark as well as in the light with a little practice. 

A very successful slate-writing medium in the East requests the 
sitter to write questions addressed to some spirit friend. The billets 
are folded and laid on the table and the medium picks up one, holds 
it a moment to “magnetize” it, and then, while pretending to fold it 
more closely, a blank is substituted for the written billet and thrown 
back upon the table. The question is then held under the table and 
read and the answer written on a slate, which is concealed from the 
sight of the sitter. The meditim ‘then takes another slate and lays 
it on the table, and with a sponge washes, and then wipes both sides. 
Then taking a second slate—the one on which the message is written 
—holding the side containing the writing towards himself, he makes 
a pretense of washing it, and then lays it on the table with the side 
containing the writing downward on the other slate, and proceeds to 
sponge and wipe the upper side of the slate. Under pretense of put- 
ting a billet between the slates, another question is picked up and 
“palmed,” while the original one, which was read and answered, is 
slipped between the slates and a rubber band placed around them. 
The sitter can now hold the slates thus prepared in his lap, with a black 
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cloth thrown over them, or they can be thrown on the floor and he 
be requested to place his foot upon them. In order to divert his atten- 
tion, let him write some more questions while waiting, and then the 
medium has an opportunitv to. read the “palmed” billet and write 
another message. This method, with slight variations, will enable 
any person to become a successful slate writer without the aid of trap 
doors or confederates. After having prepared the second slate, let 
the sitter open the slates he has under his feet, and while his attention 
is directed away from you to the reading of the message, you can 
arrange the other slates. _ 

Some mediums use small book slates without frames, and with a 
small piece of pencil under the finger nail, while holding the slate un- 
der the table, or out of sight, write brief, almost illegible messages, 
which they alone can-read or interpret. These are sometimes in an- 
swer to written questions on the opposite side of the slate, or are 
random messages of a general nature, having no special significance. 
These little slates are convenient and light, and if the medium is a 
woman she can conceal a number of them in pockets arranged in her 
dress, and change the slates right in the sitter’s presence without 
detection. A San Francisco medium has been quite successful in this 
line of work, especially when sittings are given by previous engage- 
ment and the slates are already “fixed” for the sitter. 
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THE BALLOU “Tasos 


One method of giving ballot tests from the platform is to call for 
ballots from the audience, closely folded, with the names of spirit 
friends written upon them, with questions, etc. The medium goes 
upon the platform with a blank ballot, folded like the others, which 
he has “palmed” by means of a fine needle, each end of which is in- 
serted slightly in the flesh across the hollow in the palm of the hand, 
and the blank under it; or it can be held between the two middle 
fingers of the right hand, keeping the palm down, or from the audi- 
ence. If a lady is the operator, she usually holds in her hand her 
dainty handkerchief, which conceals the blank ballot and makes the 
exchange easy. A gentleman often does the same with a large silk 
handkerchief, which also answers the purpose of concealing the first 
envelope when reading sealed letters. Two of the most: successful 
ballot and sealed-letter mediums operate in this way. Going before 
an audience thus “prepared,’ the medium picks up a ballot from the 
pile on the table, and, holding it in his hand a moment, throws it back 
—or it is supposed he does; but, instead, he throws the blank or con- 
cealed one back on the pile, and retains the one taken from the table. 
Walking about, or sitting down where the audience cannot see his 
hand, he opens the ballot, reads it, and gives the “test.” He then 
picks up another from the table, drops the one just read, and proceeds 
to give another test. Thus the entire seance is conducted, usually to 
the great satisfaction of the audience—especially those who get the 
tests. 

Answering sealed questions is conducted in the same manner— 
that is, by coming before the audience with an extra envelope con- 
taining an imaginary question, or one to which a “confederate” will 
respond when it.is read. Instead, however, of reading the “fixed” ques- 
tion, the medium reads one written by some person in the audience 
and keeps that question in his mind while giving the prepared one. 
He then opens the envelope and reads the contents, pretending to 
verify it, instead of which he is reading the contents of the next 
envelope, which he is supposed to read “psychometrically” before 
he opens it. Of course, each envelope is torn up as soon as read; and 
in that way he goes on pretending to read in one lettere what he has 
already read in the previous one, until the whole lot has been disposed 
of in this manner, and the good, confiding people go home full of 
hope and confidence, feeling that the angel world has been very near 
to them, and that the guardian spirits have known the question of 
each heart and given answer. 


SU UNTO @ POGR APH Y 


There are various methods of taking so-called spirit photographs 
known to professional photographers, but the one most in use by 
amateur mediums in that line, and which has been the source of fine 
revenues to those engaged in it, is done in this manner: 

When the plate is prepared, place what is called a “plug,” consist- 
ing of a thin layer of cotton, over the portion of the plate where the 
spirit picture is to appear. Then take your sitter’s photograph as 
usual. Then remove the cotton and focus vour camera upon the pic- 
ture that is to represent the spirit, and when the plate is developed 
both pictures will appear blended so nicely together that the spirit will 
appear in front of or behind the sitter, whose portrait appears as taken. 
The “plug” should not be too thin or the “spirit” picture will be in- 
distinct, and care must be taken to have the camera focus just right 
on the “plugged” spot or the negative will be spoiled. 


SIPLUS ITE TEMG AS A MOI EE ENE: 


Some wonderful tests are given in dark seances by spirit type- 
writing. The messages are all written beforehand and concealed in 
the medium’s pocket, unless he is sitting under “test conditions” and 
has been examined by a committee, in which case a confederate car- 
ries the messages and passes them to the medium in the dark. He 
always has blank paper in the typewriter, and sits down and operates 
upon the keyboard with great rapidity, throwing out the typewritten 
messages already prepared and putting the blanks in his pocket. This 
may also be done by means of electricity from a duplicate keyboard 
in another room operated by a confederate. 

The “steel cage cabinet” is no longer the fraud-proof cabinet it 
_was supposed, as the padlock with which it is fastened contains a 
secret spring which opens it. The only way to fasten cabinets with 
padlocks is to take your own, and no medium would permit such viola- 
tion of conditions. 


SERIE PIG Ress 


What are called spirit pictures are produced on slates and hand- 
kerchiefs in the following manner: Take any newspaper portraits, 
and with an indelible pencil touch up the outlines of the face, hair, 
eyes and mouth. The different colors can be reproduced by using 
different colored (indelible) pencils. Then moisten the corner of the 
handkerchief where the picture is desired and lay the picture over it 
and press it with the hand, and the picture is instantly transferred to 
the cloth. By careful clippings from newspapers and magazines a fine 
assortment of pictures for this kind of work can be secured, and they 
can be easily secreted and carried into a public hall, seance room, or 
even used in dark circles and cabinets. There are many confiding 
Spiritualists in San Francisco to-day who are carefully preserving as 
their most precious treasures handkerchiefs upon which have been 
stamped in this way some newspaper clipping they have been told 
was the spirit picture of some dear friend. 

When the pictures are to be produced on slates a different pro- 
cess is necessary. The slate is first evenly whitened over with a soft 
slate pencil. Then select your picture from among your stock of clip- 
pings and wet the back of the picture with a soft sponge or cloth. 
Lay the picture carefully upon the slate. and then with a sharp-pointed 
pencil or stick go over the outlines of the picture. Lift the picture 
from the slate with care, so as not to blur or mar the outlines, and 
you have a very fine, ethereal-looking “spirit” picture. If it is desired, 
the entire picture can be filled in with a lead pencil or crayon, or com- 
bination of both, giving a solid, perfect picture that can be photo- 
graphed and copied, as many have been, and used in books and papers 
advertising the mediums. In Fred Evans’ book on “Psychography” 
are nine of this kind of pictures which were copies of prominent me- 
diums and Spiritualists published in “The Carrier Dove” of San Fran- 
cisco in 1886. 

Paintings in oil are always done beforehand on slates, and when 
the sitting is to be given they are brushed over with poppy oil, which 
makes them look like they were just painted. A celebrated medium 
who makes a specialty of this kind of work keeps a supply of these 
fixed slates and porcelains on hand and gives his sittings by appoint- 
ments—charging from three to five dollars, and by the simple appli- 
cation of a coat of poppy oil the painting appears as if just done and 
not yet dry. Of course, a message or two must be written on the 
slate with the picture, unless a separate slate is given. 
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MATERIALIZATION AND 
ETHEREALIZATION 


All that any person requires for this work is, first, nerve, as there 
is always a chance of being “grabbed.” and unless one is fearless of 
consequences and has the nerve to do the work properly, he had 
better let it alone. The material otherwise required. is not much. 
Black cloth enough for the cabinet, a few yards of gold-beaters’ silk, 
which is so fine and delicate of texture that eight yards of it can be 
put in a thimble or carried in a place made for it in the heel of a 
shoe. It is treated with Luminous Paint, and in the almost total dark- 
ness of the seance room lights up beautifully and forms the drapery 
used by all materializing and etherializing mediums in the production 
of “illuminated forms,” “ancient spirits,’ “Mother Sadie” robes, and 
all the train of Orientals, queens, princesses and notable personages 
to be seen at these fake shows. When gold beaters’ silk is not ob- 
tainable a cheaper grade of material is used—all depends upon the 
place and conditions under which the work is done. If the medium 
is established in his or her own home, or where arrangements can 
be made for the assistance of confederates, it is comparatively easy, as 
no necessity arises for the concealment of the paraphernalia upon the 
meditim’s person, as is the case when going away from home and be- 
ing placed under “test conditions,” examined, &c. But when at home, 
and confederates are employed, satisfactory materialization can be 
produced with any common grade of thin, cheap silk, tarleton, gauze, 
and even coarse, common cheese cloth. A few masks, wigs, whiskers, 
and different sized white kid gloves with long arms, stuffed with cot- 
ton, a long, loose white gown or night dress, and you have material 
enough to carry on a good “seance” and produce a great variety of 
spirits. A pasteboard crown, daubed with luminous paint, will suffice 
for the royal personages, and a head-dress, with a few feathers stuck 
in it, answers for the Indian spirits. 

The little “cabinet control’ is always a little girl, and any name 
will answer—such as “Lulu,” “Effie,” “Maudie,” “Pansy ” “Mayflower,” 
“Lonie,’” of “Baby Light.” The medium must practic this childish 
prattle until he or she can do it fairly well, and then when in the cab- 
inet get on the knees and talk to your circle of believers as a child 
would talk; part the curtains a little so they can see the little white 
figure standing there, and your success is assured. If you want to 
“materialize” in full view of the sitters, throw around you a black 
mantle (any material will do), holding it together in front and egrad- 
ually open it, beginning at the bottom, so the form will seem to grow 
right up from the floor. Let a confederate in or near the cabinet draw 
the black cloth back into the cabinet when it has been dropped, and 
the materialized spirit can then walk around and speak to some mem- 
bers of the circle; or, if there is danger of being caught, go back into 
the cabinet and de-materialize by gradually drawing the black cur- 
tains together in front until only a white spot can be seen on the 
floor, which, of course, only remains a moment and then disappears. 
This “act,” if done properly, will give the sitters the impression that 
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the spirit de-materialized outside the cabinet. Another way to mate- 
rialize in the center of the room is to have a large rug or mat in front 
of the cabinet, and in the dimly-lighted room no one would ever no- 
tice the rug was raised up on the side next to the cabinet, as is often 
done, and a “dummy,” consisting of wires folded together and covy- 
ered with cloth, that can be opened and shut by pulling a string, some- 
thing like a “jumping jack,” is pushed under the rug and the string 
pulled, and the darling little spirit of Lulu, Maudie or Mayflower sud- 
denly materializes out in the room away from the cabinet. The dra- 
pery on this figure is scant, and the little mask face gives the appear- 
ance of a real child. Most mediums have confederates who are 
dressed to represent the characters they assume and await their turn 
to go into the cabinet through the trap door or opening prepared for 
the purpose. We have known “George Washington,” arrayed in knee 
breeches, slippers and buckles, to wait in a cold room until he was 
nearly frozen before getting the signal from the medium to “appear.” 
One very successful materializing medium had the seance room draped 
in black curtains reaching to the floor, leaving a space of ten or twelve 
inches between curtains and wall, and behind the curtains were con- 
cealed her confederates. Sometimes several nuns would materialize 
and sing the “Ave Marie,’ which greatly impressed the beholders. 
Another successful medium of San Francisco had rooms in the house 
of a lady who was a “costumer” and kept on hand a large supply of 
theatrical costumes and permitted her two little girls to play “spirit” 
for the medium. A sliding door opened into the cabinet, and spirits 
of all kinds came and went as fast as the obliging lady could change 
their garments. Sometimes the curtains would be parted and the 
medium could be seen sitting in the cabinet “entranced,” with three 
spirits grouped around him. 


A successful way of deceiving people is to have a black curtain 
hung across a corner of the room which serves as a cabinet. Place a 
small table inside with slates, pencils and musical instruments. In 
front of the cabinet place three chairs. The medium takes his place 
in the middle and asks two persons from the circle to come forward 
and occupy the chairs beside him. The person sitting at his left side 
grasps the medium’s left wrist or forearm, and the medium grasps 
the forearm of the person on his right with his right hand. Sitting 
thus the medium appears absolutely secure. His left hand rests upon 
his knee, and the hand of the person at his right side rests upon the 
other knee, and they may or may not join hands with the circle. 


A black curtain or cloth is placed over the three persons and 
pinned securely to the curtain of the cabinet closely around the neck 
of each, leaving only their heads exposed. Immediately raps are 
heard, the person on the medium’s right is patted on the back and 
head, a hand appears at the aperture in the cabinet curtain, mes- 
sages are written on slates and thrown or handed out, and sometimes 
members of the circle are allowed to come up to the cabinet and shake 
hands with the spirit. How is it done? The medium has concealed in 
his pocket a piece of sheet lead the size of his hand, which he clasps 
upon the arm of the person at his right, and the pressure seems the 
same as that of a hand and the change is not noticed by the victim. 
The medium now has his right hand free, and with that hand all the 
manifestations are produced. When writing on tablets is produced 
most of the messages are prepared beforehand. 

In nearly every instance the people sitting beside the medium will 
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declare that they knew he never moved nor let go his grasp for one 
moment. : 

_ For “etherealization,” all that is necessary is to hold the white 
cloth at the aperture when the curtains are parted. This can be done 
by the medium when sitting in a chair outside of the cabinet by reach- 
ing one arm behind the curtain and holding up the white cloth as the 
curtain is drawn slightly back with his foot. All these various devices 
for deceiving are readily learned, and can be added to as the perpe- 
trator of the fraud becomes familiar with the business, and by con- 
sulting with those who are doing such work. All fakes exchange 
“tests” and information with each other and guard each other from 
exposure; and many of their “dupes” would defend them with their 


lives, if necessary, so devoutly do they believe this materialization de- 
lusion. 


Die SANG S 


The dark seance is the glory of the fake medium. It affords un- 
limited opportunity for all kinds of deception, and he revels in the 
marvelous. Here are heard those wonderful “independent voices,” 
trumpet voices, raps, spirit lights, independent writing, musical instru- 
ments are floated around the room, played upon, hands are felt patting 
the sitters’ faces, articles are carried from one place to another, flowers 
brought in, and sometimes even potted plants, earth and all; medicine 
is sometimes manufactured for cure of those who are ailing, bottles 
of beer are passed around, voices are heard singing, etc., etc., to the 
end of the chapter. The entire business, or such portion as any person 
desires to produce, can all be done by a clever person with one good 
confederate, or with a little practice can be done by one person alone 
under the right conditions. And in this work “conditions” are every- 
thing and must be dictated by the medium’s “controls” to suit the 
occasion. Practice will enable any person to so change his voice and 
manner of expression as to successfully imitate different people. The 
childish prattle of the “little cabinet control,” or the deep, heavy tones 
of “Gruff,” or “Elim,” or “John King” are easily imitated; and espe- 
cially is the effect marvelous when spoken through a paper funnel or 
trumpet. When the medium stands up and swings the guitar or other 
musical instruments around and thrums the strings while the circle 
joins in singing the “Sweet Bye and Bye,” or some other familiar air, 
the effect is wonderfully impressive. In dark seances it is customary 
to have the door locked and sealed as a guard against fraud; but 
movable mop-boards, sliding panels and trap doors afford all the nec- 
essary means of ingress and egress for confederates. Double sliding 
doors are also utilized for fhe admission of confederates. Remove the 
“stop” at the bottom and the doors can be locked and sealed together 
and then gently slid either way sufficiently to admit the confederate. 
During such seances a music box is kept playing, or singing by the 
sitters is kept up, so that any noise made by the “performers” would 
not be noticed. Spirit lights are made by wrapping some phosphorous 
in a piece of cloth and swinging it around; or small pieces of black 
cloth are tied up with a string like little bunches of cotton, and then 
dipped in luminous paint and dried. These can be carried in the vest 
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pocket or any small receptacle, and when produced in the dark look 
very beautiful. Sometimes a cluster of these little lights are attached 
to a small wire, and when swung around in the dark produce a fine 
appearance. They must always be exposed to the sun, or light, and 
air before using, or they lose their brilliancy. The luminous paint 
used for this and materializing purposes is called “Balmin’s Luminous 
Paint,” and is sold by F. W. Devoe & Co., corner Fulton and William 
streets, New York. ; 


ROPE-TYING 


Tying mediums with ropes and tapes is not as popular as it once 
was, because so many devices have been discovered by means of 
which the trickster was enabled to free himself from the most care- 
fully tied knots. Those who attained most notoriety in this line were 
the Davenport Brothers, whose fame became world-wide through their 
cabinet tricks. 

Henry Ridgley Evans, author of “Hours With the Ghosts,” makes 
an explanation of the manner in which these famous mediums were 
tied, as follows: 

“The medium holds out his left wrist first and has it tied securely, 
about the middle of the rope. Two members of the committee are 
directed to pull the ends of the cord vigorously. ‘Are you confident 
that the knots are securely tied?’ he asks. When the committee re- 
sponds ‘yes,’ he puts his hand quickly behind him, and places against 
the wrist the wrist of his richt hand, in order that they may be pin- 
ioned together. During this rapid movement he twists the rope 
about the knot on his left wrist, thereby allowing enough slack cord 
to disengage his right hand when necessary. To slip the right hand 
back into place is an easy matter. After both hands are presumably 
tied. the medium steps into the cabinet; the ends of the rope are 
pushed through two holes in the chair or wooden seat by the com- 
mittee and made fast to the medium’s legs. Bells ring, horns blow, 
and the performer’s hand is thrust through the window of the cab- 
inet.” 

Anna Eva Fav is tied with cotton bandages around the wrists, but 
the process is such that a slack is obtained which enables her to per- 
form all the tricks which are supposed to be the work of spirits. For 
full particulars as to her methods, and also the work of Pierre L. '@;. 
A. Keeler the reader is referred to a recent publication by Henry 
Ridgley Evans, entitled “Hours With the Ghosts,” or Nineteenth 
Century Witchcraft. 

It is impossible in this brief work to give full details of all the 
tricks and shams of the so-called phenomenal mediums of the present 
day, as each trickster adds to his stock of information by inventions 
and devices exclusively his own. One ingenious cabinet trick which 
was original with the medium who taught us, was that of sitting in the 
cabinet with his clothing all removed except his pants and shirt and 
having his feet in a wash bowl of flour. In this position it was sup- 
posed he was secure and could not get out of his chair without leaving 
tracks of flour on the floor. But as soon as he was seated his wife or 
a confederate pretended to be arranging the curtains of the cabinet, 
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while he quickly reached for the paraphernalia for the production of 
the phenomena, which was concealed at the bottom of her skirts, and 
was soon ready for business. Among the “togs” thus secured were a 
pair of black socks, which enabled him to get out of the flour without 
detection; a few yards of delicate white drapery was quickly thrown 
over his head, and a “full form” arrayed in white was seen by the 
circle of believers. Any other articles desired were also received in 
that manner. When the seance was about to close, the confederate 
again went to the cabinet, the socks and other toggery returned to 
the pocket in the petticoat, and the innocent medium took his seat in 
the chair, put his feet back into the flour, and when the curtains were 
parted the admiring believers saw the dear instrument of the angels 
just as he had been left by the committee who had secured him. 

Sometimes a long black bag, with a string run through the hem 
at the top, is used to secure the medium. The trick consists in draw- 
ing enough string down on the inside when getting into the bag, to 
enable the secured medium to slip it off quickly. go through the man- 
ifestations, and then get back into position again. When the cabinet 
is opened, or, if in a dark cricle, when the lights are turned on, the 
knots will be found to be intact and no possibility of detection. This 
is very convincing to most people. 

In all these manifestations some mode of trickery is employed to 
deceive, and unless the methods are studied and understood the people 
will go on investigating (?) in the dark, and indorsing and believing 
the most stupendous humbue known to the nineteenth century—the 
so-called physical phenomena of modern Spiritualism. 


THEA RAPS 


There are a number of methods for the production of “raps.” For 
“dark seance” work they are made by tapping on the table, chair, 
wall, door, or any hard object, with the finger, or against the table 
leg with the foot. Opportunity must suggest the method, but in the 
dark raps can be made with great ease and no possibility of detection. 

For private sittings in the light, skill is required. One of the very 
best methods is to place the hands—palms down—on a smooth table 
and press very hard on the first joint of the thumb. When beginning 
this practice, draw the thumb slightly by contracting the muscle, and 
the raps will be heard. Your hands must be very clean and dry and 
the table smooth. This process requires a little practice at first, but is 
excellent, and cannot be detected. 

There are devices manufactured and sold in Chicago for this pur- 
pose. One is placed inside the shoe heel, while another is arranged 
in a pad attached to the knee. Powdered resin on the fingers will 
assist in making raps by placing the hands upon the table. No me- 
chanical appliance is really necessary for this work, as there is always 
an opportunity to make them without being discovered when giving 
a “sitting.” Some mediums produce “telegraphic raps” by leaning 
against the table, and if the medium is a woman her corset stays 
against the table will produce raps which she can soon regulate so as to 
make them answer questions. A gentleman’s shirt bosom answers the 
same purpose. One of the most celebrated mediums on the Pacific 
Coast gets his “raps” in that way, and no one has ever detected the 
trick. When a medium is permanently located where he can arrange 
his room for the purpose, a small battery is made of zinc and copper 
and concealed in the wood of the table near the surface. It is con- 
nected with a piece of jeweler’s binding wire, and the sounder, or key, 
is set into the floor under the carpet and is worked by pressing it with 
the foot. This is often used by mediums in their own homes, and when 
properly placed cannot be discovered.

PREAMBLE 


We, the chosen representatives of the Inde- 
pendent Spiritualist Association of the United 
States of America, assembled in order to form 
a more perfect and efficient working organiza- 
tion, establish intelligent, co-operation, insure 
harmonious action and financial success, pro- 
vide for the advancement of educational 
scientific and religious researches, purposes 
and enterprises germane to the study of 
the phenomena and promulgation of the 
philosophy and religion of Spiritualism, and 
to secure the blessings of equal liberty and 
protection under the law to ourselves and our 
posterity as a people, hereby establish this 
Constitution for the guidance and control oi 
the Independent Spiritualist Association of 
the United States of America. 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE TI. 
Name—Seal—I. S. A. 


Section 1. The name of this Association 
is The Independent Spiritualist Association of 
the United States of America, by which name 
it shall be incorporated under the laws ‘of the 
State of Michigan. 

Sec. 2. The initials—I. S. A.—shall stand 
as an abbreviation of the corporate name of 
this organization. 

Sec. 8. The seal of this Association shall 
be circular in form, with the word “SEAL” 
in the center. the name around the edge and 
the phrase Incorporated 1924 between the 
name and the SEAL. 


ARTICLE II. 


Declarations and Principles and Definitions 

1. We believe in Infinite Intelligence. 

2. We believe that the phenomena of nat- 
ure, both physical and spiritual, are the ex- 
pression of Infinite Intelligence. 

3. We aftirm that the correct understand- 
ing of such expression, and living in accord 
ance therewith, constitute true Religion. 

4. We affirm that the existence and per- 
sonal identity of the individual continue after 
the change called death. 

5. We affirm that communication with the 
so-called dead is a fact scientifically proven 
by the phenomena of Spiritualism. 

6. We believe that the highest morality is 
contained in the Golden Rule “Whatsoever ye 
would that others should do unto you, do ye 
likewise unto them.” 

7. We affirm the moral responsibility of 
the individual, and that he makes his own 
happiness or unhappiness as he obeys or dis- 
obeys nature, physical and spiritual laws. 
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8. We affirm that the doorway to reforma- 
tion is never closed against any human soui 
here or hereafter. 


Definitions 


1. Spiritualism is the Science, Philosophy 
and Religion of continuous Life, based upon - 
the demonstrated fact of communication be- 
tween this and the Spirit World by means of 
Mediumship, with those who live in the Spirit 
World. 

2. A Spiritualist is one who believes as a 
part of his or her Religion in the communi- 
cation between this and the Spirit World by 
means of Mediumship, and who endeavors to 
mould his or her character and conduct in 
accordance with the highest teachings de- 
rived from such communion. 

3. A Medium is one whose organism is 
sensitive to vibrations from the Spirit. World, 
and through whose instrumentality intelli- 
gences in that world are able to convey mes- 
sages and produce the phenomena of Spir- 
itualism. ; 


ARTICLE III. 
Objects and Powers 


Section 1. The object and powers of this 
Organization shall be the organization of 
Spiritualist Churches Societies, Lyceums and 
Spiritualist Ministers and Mediums in thc 
United States into one large Association to 
promote mutual aid and co-operation in the 
charitable, benevolent, educational, religious. 
musical, scientific and missionary purposes 
germane to the phenomena, science and re- 
ligion of Spiritualism. 

Sec. 2, To grant Charters to Auxiliary 
Church Societies, Lyceums and Camp Associa- 
tions, providing the word Spiritualist is used 
in the name of the Application and to acquire

by purchase, gift, bequest or otherwise and 
to hold, and caused to be conveyed, such prop- 
erty, real and personal, as may be necessary 
or useful to carry out any or all the objects 
of this Association. 


Sec. 8. As an aid to the attainment of 
the objects of this Association, the By-Laws 
shall prescribe the qualifications of Pastors, 
the method by which the candidates shall be 
examined, touching upon their qualifications 
to become Pastors, the ceremony by which 
they shall be ordained to the Ministry of 
Spiritualism, and the method of revoking ordi- 
nations and deposing Pastors fur just cause 
They shall also prescribe the qualifications 
of Licentiate and Associate Ministers and the 
method by which they chall be commissioned 
and the method of deposing them for cause. 


Sec. 4. The By-Laws shall also provide for 
the appointment of Missionaries and Spir- 
itual Healers, and the issuing of certificates 
of commissions to them, anc the method of 
deposing them for cause. 

See. 5. All Charters granted by the I. S. A. 
shall at all times be in the custody of th 
Secretary of the Society to which it is granted. 
who shall forthwith deliver such Charter to 
his successor in office. 

Sec. 6. All Charters and _ Certificates 
granted by the I. S. A. shall be subject to 
revocation or cancellation for cause; and when 
so revoked or cancelled, such Charter or Cer- 
tificate shall forthwith be returned to the Sec- 
retary of the I. S. A. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Official Board 


Section 1. The Officers of this Association 
shall be a President, Vice-President, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, and three Trustees, the whole 
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to constitute a Board of seven Trustees. 


Sec. 2. The Officers shall be nominated and 
elected by ballot at a regular Anvual Con- 
vention, where Officers, Legislative Committee 
and Delegates are assembled. No candidate 
shall be nominated and elected if not present 
at time of election. Where there is but one 
eandidate the Secretary shall cast the ballot 
for the same. Nominations shall be made 
thus: Name of candidate and residence. Nomi- 
nating speeches to be limited to one minute. 


ARTICLE V. 
Duties of the President 


Section 1. The President shall preside at 
the Convention of the /ssociation, and the 
meetings of the Board of Trustees, and shall 
appoint a majority of all committees; (the 
First Vice-President to appoint the minority 
of the same). The President shall counter- 
sign all Charters issued to Auxiliary Socie- 
ties, and all papers and Certificates bearing 
the Official Seal of the Association subject 
to the approval of the Board of Trustees. 


Sec. 2. The President shall have general 
supervision of the Officers of the Association 
and transaction of its business; shall approve 
all bills before the payment of same by the 
Treasurer, and shall make an annual report 
in writing of all matters affecting the wel- 
fare and progress of the Association at the 
Convention. 

The President shal! be a member ex-officio 
of all standing committees. 

The President shall also appoint a National 
Lyceum Superintendent. 

Sec. 38. Vice-President: It shall be the 
duty of the Vice-President to perform the 
duties of the President in the absence or dur- 
ing the disability of that Officer. 
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Duties of the Secretary 


Sec. 4. Secretary: The Secretary shall 
officiate as such at the Convention of this 
Association and at all called meetings of the 
Board of Trustees; shall under the direction 
of the Presiden: or Board of Trustees, pre- 
pare and keep all records and accounts of the 
Association, attend to its correspondence} 
keep a faithful official record of all meetings, 
be the custodian of the Seal, keep a faithful 
account of all moneys received and turn the 
same over to the Treasurer, taking that Offi- 
cer’s receipt for the same, shall, under the 
direction of a majority of the Official Board, 
sign all Charters and papers bearinz the Offi- 
cial Seal; shall fill out and endorse all orders 
for the payment of proper bills against the 
Association and present the same for the ap- 
proval of the President; shall affix the Seal 
to all Charters, Certificates, Commissions, 
Powers of Attorney and such other papers as 
may require the same for authenti:ation. 

Sec. 5. The Secretary shall also perform 
such other duties as the President or a ma- 
jority of the Board of Trustees may direct. 
Shall make a report in writing at the An- 
nual Convention, such report to contain a 
full statement of the membership ov all Char 
tered Auxiliaries and such other matters as 
the Board shall deem it necessary. Shall 
give a bond for the faithful performance of 
the duties of the office, said bond to be paid 
for by the Association and shall receive such 
compensation for services as may be fixed by 
the Board of Trustees. 


Duties of the Treasurer 


Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall receive all 
moneys through the hand of the Secretary, 
and properly account for same, shall pay all 
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bills against the Association only upon war- 
rants duly signed by the Secretary and coun- 
tersigned by the President, shall deposit all 
surplus funds in such bank or banks as the 
Board may designate, in the name of The 
Independent Spiritualist Association of the 
U. S. A., signing his or her name as Treas- 
urer, shall give a bond for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of the office, for the 
safe keeping of all funds of the Association, 
and the proper disbursement of the same, 
said bond to be paid for by the Association 
and shall receive such compensation for serv- 
ices as shall be fixed by the Board of 
Trustees. 


Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall furnish a state- 
ment of accounts whenever called upon to do 
so by the President or Board of Trustees, 
shall keep such books or accounts as they may 
direct and at the close of the fiscal year 
shall make full report to the Association at 
its Annual Convention of all funds received, 
and disbursement of same, and amount re- 
maining on hand, said report to be duly ap- 
proved by the proper auditing committee, and 
shall surrender all moneys and properties be- 
longing to the Association, to his successor 
at the close of his term of office. 


Duties of the Trustees 


See. 8. Board of Trustees: It shall be the 
duty of the Board of Trustees to fill by ap- 
pointment all vacancies that may occur in 
said Board, such appointees to hold office 
until the next Annual Convention, or until 
their successors are duly elected and quali- 
fied. They may remove any Trustee from 
office for just cause by a two-thirds vote of 
the entire Board, said vote to be taken by 
yeas and nays and entered upon the records 
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of said Board. To approve the appointment 
of missionaries and agents, to issue Certifi- 
cates of Ordination when deemed proper; to 
have the general management and contro! 
of the business affairs, property and funds 
of the Association, and direct the issuing of 
Charters and cancel same for cause. 


Shall be authorized to use the finances of 
the Association for missionary work or other 
needed purposes by a majority vote, but shall 
not incur any debt or liability above the 
amount in the Treasury. 


They shall have power to make all rules 
and regulations for the conduct of the busi- 
ness and affairs of the Association not pro- 
vided for in the Constitution and By-Laws 
and not in conflict therewith. 


There shall be paid from the general fund 
the necessary expenses of the members of 
the Board of Trustees present at a Conven- 
tion, regular or special meetings. At such 
meetings they shall perform ail the duties 
required of them which shall tend to make 
peace, harmony and progression in the I. S. A. 


Sec. 9. It is further understood that the 
I. S. A. is a strictly independent organiza- 
tion, in that it gives each Church chartered 
under it, the right to manage its own affairs 
insofar as they try to harmonize with the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the I. S. A. and 
it is to be understood that the I. S. A. does 
not and -will not at any time assume the lia- 
bility or debt of any Church chartered under 
it, nor does it want the control of property 
or moneys that any Church may acquire. It 
is the aim and object of the I. S. A. to assist 
its Auxiliaries and Medium members to har- 
monize one with another and to give assist- 
ance when and where it can in order to spread 
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the cause of TRUTH and Spiritualism. 

Sec. 10. Quorum of Board. A majority of 
the Board of Trustees shall be sufficient to 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and a majority of a quorum shall 
be sufficient to carry any measure.” 


ARTICLE VI. 
Membership 


Section 1. The Membership of this Asso- 
ciation shall consist of Active Members only. 

See. 2. The Active Membership of this 
Association shall be based on the regular 
membership of its Auxiliaries, and Individual 
Membership. Individual Membership shall be 
granted to those persons doing public work 
in one or more of the phases of Medium- 
ship, and who shall conform to the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws of the I. S. A. Delegates 
to consist only of such persons as have paid 
their regular dues to their respective Auxil- 
iaries. Individual Members are delegates and 
shall pay their dues and per capita tax direct 
to the Secretary of the I. S. A. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Jurisdiction 


Section 1. This Constitution and By-Laws 
made in accordance therewith shail be the 
supreme law of this Association, and _ shall 
govern in all matters whatsoever, all persons 
associations, societies and organizations sub- 
sidiary, thereto or affiliated therewith. 

Sec. 2. All Auxiliaries and Societies char- 
tered by this Association shall have the ut- 
most freedom in framing their Constitutions 
and By-Laws and in the conduct of their 
affairs, consistent with the provisions of this 
Constitution and By-Laws made in accord- 
ance therewith; but all provisions of such 
subsidiary Constitution and By-Laws, and all 
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practices, acts, rules and customs repugnant 
to or inconsistent with any of the provisions 
of this Constitution and By-Laws made in 
accordance therewith, shall be null and void. 


Sec. 3. No local society shall have exclu- 
sive jurisdiction in any city, town or district, 
but additional Charters shall not be granted 
by the National Board of the I. S. A. until 
a thorough investigation shows that the cause 
would be benefited thereby. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Section 1. This Association shall hold an 
Annual Convention in Grand Rapids, Michi- 
gan, on the second Friday of June, or at such 
time and place as this Association may de- 
termine at the previous Annual Convention, 
for the purpose of electing its Officers and 
transacting any business not inconsistent 
with or repugnant to the provisions of this 
Constitution and By-Laws made in accord- 
ance therewith. 


Sec. 2. Whenever the Board of Trutees 
shall deem it necessary to call a special con- 
vention of the Association it shall instruct 
the Secretary of the Association to issue a 
call not less than twenty days previous to 
the time of holding such convention, to the 
delegates of the last preceding Annual Con- 
vention, giving the time and place of holding 
such special convention and specifying the 
business to be transacted thereat and no busi- 
ness not specified in such call shall be trans- 
acted at such Convention. 


Sec. 8. A quorum for the transaction of 
business at any Annual’or special convention 
shall consist of not less than twenty duly 
seated delegates exclusive of the members of 
the Board of Trustees.

ARTICLE IX. 


Fees—Dues—Taxes 


This Association shall establish by By-Law 
anpropriate fees for Charters granted by it. 
dues from Auxiliaries, including per capita 
taxes on the Memberships of the Auxiliaries, 
fees for commissions, certificates and diplomas 
and when and under what conditions such fees, 
dues and taxes may be exempted or abated. 


ARTICLE X. 


This Association shall establish by By-Law 
the classification, qualification and titles or 
degrees of its authorized demonstrators of 
the phenomena, exponents of the philosophy 
and teachers of the Religion of Spiritualism, 
as well as the conditions under which all com- 
missions, certificates and diplomas shall he 
granted to such authorized representatives. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Any person holding an office or position of 
honor of trust, elective or appointive, under 
this Association, may be removed from such 
office or position by the Board of Trustees, 
sitting as a court of impeachment, after 
full and ample hearing, if in the judgment 
of said court the accused is found guilty of 
a breach of his trust or of conduct, profes- 
sional or personal, likely to bring this Asso- 
ciation or the cause of Spiritualism into public 
disrepute, 


ARTICLE XII. 


This Association by two-thirds vote of any 
Annual Convention, provided that a majority 
of the duly seated delegates are present, mav 
enact any By-Law not inconsistent with or 
repugnant to the provisions of this Consti- 
tution, or may suspend, modify or repeal any 
By-Law previously enacted. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 


This Constitution may be amended by a 
two-thirds vote of any Annual Convention on 
motion of any Auxiliary of this Association, 
or of the Board of Trustees, or of any com- 
mittee on revision or amendment appointed 
by the Board of Trustees or by an Annua’ 
Convention; provided that the proposed 
amendments shall be filed with the Secretary 
of the Association at least sixty (60) days 
prior to the time of holding the Convention, 
and said Secretary shall thereupon immedi- 
ately transmit to all Auxiliaries of the Asso- 
ciation copies of such proposed amendments. 


BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE I. 
Rules for Conduct of Conventions 


Section 1. Roberts’ Rules of Order shal’ 
be authority and govern this Association in 
all matters not provided for by its Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws. 

Sec. 2. Standing committees for each con- 
vention shall be appointed by the President; 
each shall consist of not less than three nor 
more than five members and shall include the 
following: 

Committee on Credentials, 

Committee on Rules, 

Committee on Resolutions, 

Committee on President’s Report, 

Comnuittee on Secretary’s Report, 

Committee on Treasurer’s Report and Au- 

diting, 

Committee on Reports of Auxiliaries, 

Committee on Constitution and By-Laws, 

Committee on Ways and Means and Place 

of Next Convention. 


Sec. 3. The President shall appoint such 
convention officials as in his judgment may 
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be necessary, including Sergeant-at-Arms, 
Reading Clerk, Assistant Secretary, Press 
Agent, Stenographer, Musical Director, Door- 
keeper and Pages, which officials need not be 
delegates. 


Sec. 4. Each delegate, as soon after being 
seated as may be, shall be supplied by the 
Secretary with an Official Badge at nominal 
cost, and no delegate not wearing an Official 
Badge shall be given the privilege of the 
floor except by two-thirds vote. Color of Offi- 
cial Badge, blue and gold. 

Sec. 5. Each convention shall formulate 
and adopt such rules for its guidance as it 
deems wise. provided that nothing therein is 
repugnant to, or inconsistent with. the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws. 


Sec. 6. All reports, of whatever nature, 
shall be in writing, and no part of any report, 
except that of the Secretary and President’: 
message shall be published until acted upon 
by the Convention. 

See. 7. At two o’clock on the afternoon 
of the second day of the Annual Convention 
the delegates shall proceed to the election 
of Officers and nominating speeches shall be 
limited to five minutes. 

Sec. 8. The Annual Convention and elec- 
tion of Officers and Trustees shall be held 
the second Friday, Saturday and Sunday of 
bans whatever place selected by the Official 

oard. 


Sec. 9. No more than two Officers or Trus- 
tees shall be elected from any one city or 
town. 

Sec. 10. Nominations of Officers and Trus- 
tees of the I. S. A. shall be by written ballot 
only, the candidate receiving the largest num- 
ber of votes shall be declared elected. 
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ARTICLE II. 


Duties of Officers 
President 


Section 1. The President shall appoint all 
the standing committees of conventions. 


Secretary 


See. 2. The Secretary shall at least sixty 
days prior to the dato of the Annual Conven- 
tion forward to each chartered auxiliary a 
sufficient supply of blank forms known as 
“Credentials of Delegates,” and those knowr 
as “Reports of Auxiliaries.” 


ARTICLE III. 


Section 1. Delegates representing anI.S. A. 
Auxiliary in Annual Convention shall not be 
more than three in number; such delegates. 
together with their alternates, shall be elected 
by their respective Auxiliaries not less than 
30 days prior to the date of Annual Con- 
vention. 


Sec. 2. Each delegate must be a member 
in good standing of an I. S. A, Auxiliary for 
at least six months prior to the convention. 
or an Individual Member of the I. S. A. as 
a Medium. 


Sec. 38. The Secretary of each chartered 
Auxiliary shall immediately upon election of 
delegates to Annual Convention, forward a 
complete list of such delegates and their alter- 
nates, giving full names and addresses, to 
the Secretary of the I. S. A., using the cre- 
dential blanks furnished. 


Sec. 4. The Secretary of each chartered 
society shall make and forward to the I. S. A. 
Secretary an Annual Report which shall be 
forwarded not less than 30 days prior to the 
date of Annual Convention and shall contain 
the following information:

Number of enrolled members, list of Official 
Church Board in good standing, with the ad- 
dresses of the President and Secretary, as 
well as stating the progress the Church has 
made during the year past. 

See. 5. The annual per capita tax of Aux- 
iliaries shall be due and payable not less 
than 30 days prior to date of Annual Conven- 
tion. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Board of Trustees 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees, by a 
majority vote of all, shall have power to 
make rules for the conduct of the business 
of the I. S. A. not provided for by the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws and not in conflict with 
either, such rules to be reduced to writing 
and kept for reference. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Trustees shall by 
ballot or !etter and by a majority vote fill 
all vacancies occurring in membership of said 
Board. 


Sec. 3. The business meetings of the Offi- 
cial Board shall be held at its discretion. 

Sec. 4. The Board may hold public meet- 
ings at any time and place in the interest 
of Spiritualism which will tend toward tho 
progress and growth of the I. S. A. and its 
Auxiliaries. 

ARTICLE V. 
Charters—A pplications 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees, on the 
application of any fifteen or more persons for 
a charter on being convinced that the appli- 
cants are capable and proper persons to con- 
duct an Auxiliary, and that Spiritualism 
would be advanced by the proposed society 
or Association, shall grant a Charter to the 
applicants, constituting them and their suc- 
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cessors a constituent unit of the I. S. A. with 
all rights and privileges, and bound by all the 
obligations accorded and imposed by its Con- 
stitution and By-Laws. 


See. 2.. The word “Spiritualist” must ap- 
pear as a part of the name of the propose’! 
society in order to obtain an I. S. A. Charter. 

Sec. 8. Applications for Charters shal! 
contain: Full names and addresses of appli- 
eants; the proposed name of the society and 
a pledge to support the I. S. A. and abide by 
the Constitution and By-Laws of the I. S. A. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Dues and Fees 


The per capita tax of Auxiliary Members 
shall be fifteen cents per member per year 
to be sent in to the Secretary of the I. S. A. 
by the Secretary of each Auxiliary chartered 
by the I. S. A., not later than 30 days pre- 
vious to time of Convention. 


Individual Membership in the I. S. A. shall 
be One Dollar per year and fifteen cents per 
capita tax to be paid not later than 30 days 
previous to the time of Annual Convention. 

No one shall become an Individual Member 
of the I. S. A. who has not done public work 
in some phase of Mediumship and who intends 
to continue to do public work after joining 
the I. S. A 

Healers’ Certificates will be $5.00 and will 
be issued only to those who can qualify that 
they heal by Spiritual means only as we must 
abide by the laws of the United States of 
America and each Healer doing public or pri- 
vate work should by all means acquaint him 
or herself with the laws of their particular 
state in which they are working and thus 
avoid getting into trouble, as we Spiritualists 
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are noted for Knowing Things and not tak- 
ing anything for granted, it requires at least 
three written letters of people who have been 
healed by the one seeking a Healers’ Cerii- 
ficate. 


Chartered Societies—The fee shall he Five 
Dollars, which must accompany the applica- 
tion for same. In applying for an Auxiliary 
Charter it is necessary to have at least fif- 
teen or more persons whose names shall ac- 
company the Charter application along with 
the Official Board selected by the same who 
make application; and, furthermore, it should 
be understood that the one chosen for the 
President’s chair of an Auxiliary should have 
some knowledge of Spiritual Laws and be a 
man or woman who can read and write and 
be worthy of the offce wherein he or she is 
placed. 


Missionary Certificates are granted to every 
Individual Member of the I. S. A. and an 
I.S. A. member holding missionary Certificate, 
may aiter one year, apply for Associate Minis- 
ter’s Certificate. Application must be signed 
by Secretary and President of local Society of 
which applicant is a member, and accom- 
panied by a fee of $5.00. 

Adopted Oct. 4, 1924, Grand Rapids, Mich. 

Candidates for Associate Minister’s papers 
must appear before the I. S. A. Board for 
examination one year before application for 
Ordination. 

Ruling of the Boazd, Dec. 10, 1927. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Section 1. A fee of Ten Dollars wij. be 
required to accompany all applications for 
Ordination. 

Sec. 2. Ordination will be granted only 
to those persons able to qualify as a Minis- 
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ter of the Religion of Spiritualism in every 
sense of the word. 


Sec. 3. No person may become a_ candi- 
date for Ordination until he or she has re- 
ceived a call to the pastorate of some regu- 
larly Organized Church or Society or has been 
appointed missionary at large for the I. S. A. 
by the Official Board and has served societies 
faithfully with success for at least six months 
and who can show letters of recommendation 
from the Secretaries of the Churches served 
by the applicant. 


Sec. 4. The applicant must appear before 
the Official Board of the I. S. A. and answe~ 
all questions satisfactorily and intelligently. 
and it is further necessary that applicant 
present three letters of recommendation from 
worthy business people in the community in 
which they live as to the honesty and good 
morals and integrity of said applicant. 


Sec. 5. Should applicants prove themselves 
worthy in every way after examination Ordi- 
nation may be granted in ninety days. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Gratitude Sunday 


The third Sunday in January in each year 
shall be known as Gratitude Sunday and all 
societies as well as Mediums of the I. S. A. 
shall devote the proceeds, after expenses of 
meeting have been paid, of the collections 
and work of Individual Mediums for the bene- 
fit of the I. S. A., one-half of the proceed 
to go to the Medium’s Defense Fund and one- 
half to the General Fund of the I. S. A. 


ARTICLE IX. 


These By-Laws may be amended, repealed 
or suspended at any Annual Convention of 
the I. S. A. by a two-thirds vote. 
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ARTICLE X. 


These By-Laws shall become effective im- 
mediately upon adoption. Adopted October 4, 
1924, Grand Rapids, Michigan. 

ARTICLE XI. 


Missionaries of the I. S. A. shall make no 
charge for readings, but are authorized to so- 
licit funds for the upkeep of the Religion of 
Spiritualism. 

All grievances shall be in writing, signed 
and sworn to before a notary public, before 
sending to the Secretary of the I. S. A.

All applications for Membership, either new 
or renewal, must be signed by the President 
and Secretary of the local Society, tc which 
they belong. 

No I. S. A. Member, nor I. S. A. Church or 
its affiliations shall not allow the word “for- 
tune or fortune-telling” to be used in any ad- 
vertisement or announcement of its socials or 
meetings. 


No Member shall sell, give or recommend 
any so-called charms or amulets for any pur- 
pose whatsoever. 


The penalty for violation of the foregoing 
sections shall be a forfeiture of Membership. 

June, 1931. 

No individual of the negro race is eligib‘e 
to become a member of the I. S. A. or be 
seated as a delegate at Convention. 
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ARTICLE XI. 


Tea Cup and Card Readers cannot be mem- 
bers of the I.S.A. 


Any application for charter for proposed 
church or Society in the I.S.A. will be granted 
the same after due investigation by the official 
board of the I.S.A. or state or National organi- 
zers 60 (sixty) days after application pro- 
viding said applicants are found worthy. 


Applicant for Associate Minister’s Certifi- 
cate must be a member in good standing in 
Auxiliary Church or Society of the 1.S.A. and 
must have served said church or society for 
a period of one year as a public speaker. Said 
application must be signed by the President 
and Secretary of Auxiliary Church to which 
applicant is a member together with three 
letters of recommendation from three profes- 
sional or husiness people stating applicant’s 
character, honesty, morality, and integrity. 


All state and national organizers must be 
regularly ordained ministers of the LS.A. All 
state and national organizers while on duty 
for I1.8.A. shall have their expenses defrayed 
from the fund of the I.S.A. when so ordered 
by the majority of the Board. 


Missionary Certificates shall be granted only 
to applicants who have done public work in 
Auxiliary Church or Society of the I.S.A. of 
which said applicant is a member in good 
standing. 


Ordination services must be performed by a 
regularly ordained minister of the I.S.A.

years immediately preceding his election.

AMENDMENT No. 3 


The per capita tax of auxiliary members 
shall be 25 cents per member per year to be 
sent to the secretary of I. S. A. by the secre- 
tary of each auxiliary, chartered by the I. S. A.

Convention. 

Individual membership in the I. S. A. shall 
be $2.00 per year and 25 cents per capita tax.

We affirm that the doorway to reformation is never 
closed against any human soul, here or hereafter. 


PREAMBLE 


We, the members and representatives from the 
Spiritualist churches and societies auxiliary to the New 
York State Association of Spiritualists in General As- 
sembly of Spiritualists of New York State, in delegate 
convention assembled, in order to form a more perfect 
and powerful organization, establish intelligent co- 
operation, insure harmonious action and financial suc- 
cess, provide for the education and protection of 
mediums and speakers, promote the general welfare of 
the cause, and secure the blessings of liberty and pro- 
tection under the law to ourselves and our posterity as 
a people, hereby establish this constitution for the 
guidance of the General Assembly of Spiritualists. 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I. 
Name. 


Section 1. The name of this association shall be the 
General Assembly of Spiritualists, by which title it shall 
be incorporated in accordance with chapter 485, of the 
laws of 1914 of the State of New York. 

Sec. 2. The initials G. A. S. shall stand as an ab- 
breviation of the corporate name of this association. 


ARTICLE II. 
Objects. 


Section 1. The objects of the General Assembly of 
Spiritualists shall be, for the organization of the 
Spiritualists and Spiritualist churches and _ societies 
throughout the various states of the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada into one general assembly for 
the purpose of mutual aid and cooperation, in benevo- 
lent, charitable, educational, literary, musical, scientific, 
religious and missionary purposes and enterprises ger- 
mane to the phenomena, science, philosophy and religion 
of Spiritualism, and to succeed to all of the rights, bene- 
fits and privileges of the New York State Association 
of Spiritualists. 

Sec. 2. As an aid to the attainment of the objects of 
this General Assembly the by-laws shall prescribe the 
qualifications of ministerial and clerical attendants, the 
methods by which candidates shall be examined, touch- 
ing their qualifications to become ministers or clerical 
attendants, the ceremony by which they shall be or- 
dained to the ministry of Spiritualism and the methods 
of revoking ordinations and deposing ministers for 
cause. They shall also prescribe the qualifications of 
licentiates and associate ministers, or clercial attendants, 
and the method by which they shall be commissioned, 
and the method of deposing them for cause. 

Sec. 3. The by-laws shall also provide for the ap- 
pointment of Spiritualist mediums or psychics, mis- 
sionaries and spiritual healers, who shall be clerical 
attendants, and the issuance of certificates or commis- 
sions to them. 


ARTICLE III. 
Declaration of Principles. 


We believe in Infinite Intelligence. 

We believe that the phenomena of nature, both physi- 
cal and spiritual, are the expression of Infinite Intelli- 
gence. 

We affirm that a correct understanding of such ex- 
pression, and living in accordance therewith constitute 
true religion.

ARTICLE IV. 
Seal. 


The seal of this assembly shall be circular, two inches 
in diameter, with a design in the center representing the 
house at Hydesville, New York, known as the home of 
the Fox sisters, the words, Fox Home, with the date of 
inception of Spiritualism, 1848, and with the title and 
date of incorporation of this association appearing in 
large type near the outer edge. 


ARTICLE V. 
Officers and Directors. 


Section 1. The elective officers of the General As- 
sembly of Spiritualists shall be a President, a Vice- 
President, Secretary and Treasurer, each of whom shall 
be a Director and who, together with five others, all to 
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be elected by ballot by the delegates at annual conven- 
tion, as hereinafter provided, shall constitute a board 
of nine Directors. 


Sec. 2. The above named officers shall be divided 
into three groups and, at the convention of 1925, the 
President, Vice-President and one Director shall be 
elected for a term of three years; the Secretary and two 
Directors for a term of two years; the Treasurer and 
two Directors for a term of one year, and thereafter one 
of the above groups shall be elected each year for a 
term of thfee years. All Directors and officers shall 
hold office for the term for which they are elected, or 
until their successors are elected and qualified. Vacan- 
cies from death, unexpected removal or resignation 
shall be filled by the Board after a final determination 
that death, removal or resignation from office has oc- 
curred, until the next convention thereafter. Should a 
vacancy occur, a special election shall be held at the 
next succeeding convention for the election of a candi- 
date to fill the remainder of such unexpired term. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Duties of Officers. 


Section 1. President.—It shall be the duty of the 
president to preside at all meetings, both of the assem- 
bly and board of directors; to countersign all charters 
issued to the auxiliary churches or societies, and, all 
papers bearing the seal of this assembly, subject to 
approval by a majority of the board of directors. The 
president shall be a member, ex-officio, of all committees. 


Sec. 2. The president shall have general supervision 
of the officers of this assembly and the transaction of 
its business, the approval of all bills before payment of 
the same by the treasurer, and shall make a yearly re- 
port of the progress of the affairs of the assembly at 
the annual meeting or convention of the General As- 
sembly of Spiritualists of the State of New York. 


Sec. 3. Vice-President.—It shall be the duty of the 
vice-president to perform the duties of the president, 
in the absence of that officer. 
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Sec. 4. Secretary.—It shall be the duty of the secre- 
tary, under the direction of the president, to prepare 
and keep all records and accounts of the assembly; to 
attend to its correspondence; to sign all charters and 
papers bearing the seal of the assembly, under instruc- 
tions of the directors; to keep an official record of all 
meetings; to be the custodian of the seal of the assem- 
bly; to keep a faithful account of all moneys received, 
and turn the same over to the treasurer, taking receipt 
therefor. 


Sec. 5. The secretary shall also perform such other 
duties as the president may direct; shall make a yearly 
report to the assembly at its annual convention, contain- 
ing a full statement of its membership and that of all 
incorporated churches or societies chartered by the 
General Assembly of Spiritualists, together with such 
other items and statements as the board of directors 
deem necessary; shall give such bond as may be re- 
quired by the board for the faithful performance of 
the duties of the office and shall receive such compensa- 
tion for services as shall be fixed by the board of 
directors. 


Sec. 6. Treasurer—It shall be the duty of the 
treasurer to receive all moneys through the hands of 
the secretary and to properly account for the same; to 
pay all bills against the assembly, upon order duly 
signed by the secretary and countersigned by the presi- 
dent; shall deposit all surplus funds in such bank as the 
board of directors may designate, and shall give such 
bond for the safe keeping of all funds of the assembly 
and the disbursement of the same as the board of 
directors may require. 


Sec. 7. The treasurer shall furnish a statement of 
his account when called for by the president or the 
board of directors; shall keep such books of account as 
shall be directed; and at the close of the year shall 
make a full report to the assembly at its annual con- 
vention of all the funds received, disbursed and re- 
maining on hand; the statement of disbursements to be 
accompanied by an exhibit of vouchers thereof, duly 
approved by the proper auditing committee. 


Sec. 8. Board of Directors.—It shall be the duty of 
the board of directors to fill by appointment all vacan-

cies that may occur in said board, such appointees to 
hold office until the next annual convention, or until 
their successors are duly elected and qualified; to re- 
move any director from office for just cause by two- 
thirds vote of entire board, said vote to be taken by 
yeas and nays and entered upon the records of said 
board; to approve the appointment of clerical at- 
tendants, missionaries and agents, to issue certificates of 
ordination; to have the general management and con- 
trol of the business affairs, property and funds of the 
General Assembly of Spiritualists; to approve and 
direct the issuance of charters and cancel the same for 
cause; they are also authorized to use the funds of the 
assembly for missionary work or other needed purposes 
by a majority vote, but not to incur any debts or liability 
-above the amount in the treasury. They shall have 
power to make all rules and regulations for the con- 
duct of the business and affairs of the assembly not pro- 
vided for in the constitution and by-laws and not in 
conflict therewith. The necessary expenses of the mem- 
bers of the board of directors present at any regular or 
special meeting, shall be paid from the general fund. 


Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the board of directors 
to adopt rules for its own government and for the duties 
and requirements of clerical attendants. 


Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the board of directors 
to govern church extension for corporate churches or 
chartered societies now in existence, or hereafter or- 
ganized, so that should any such auxiliary disband, 
withdraw or otherwise fail to do business, all the 
property of such auxiliary or any of the auxiliaries of 
such society or churches, shall become the property of 
the General Assembly of Spiritualists through its board 
of directors as trustees; also to arrange that any such 
church or society, together with its auxiliaries, may take 
advantage of such provisions to insure the retaining of 
its property for the cause of Spiritualism. 


Sec. 11. Unless otherwise specifically provided for 
by the constitution or by-laws, a majority of the entire 
number of trustees or directors of the board of directors 
shall be sufficient to make a quorum for the transaction 
of business; but a majority of the board is required to 
carry any measure. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Membership. 


Section 1. The membership of the General Assembly 
of Spiritualists shall consist of active, being the direct 
members; the members of auxiliary churches or societies 
in New York State who can be represented in the an- 
nual general assembly by delegates or individually, 
when present; associate members, being those auxiliary 
churches or societies outside of the State of New York, 
which may be represented in the annual general assem- 
bly by delegates; contributing and honorary members, 
who have no voice or representation. Direct active 
membership will be accepted only from persons who 
reside in towns or cities in New York State where no 
auxiliary churches or societies are located; except that 
active life-membership may be conferred upon any 
Spiritualist residing in New York State by the board 
of directors, the fee for which shall be twenty-five 
dollars. 

The associate membership shall be based on all 
auxiliary churches and societies outside the State of 
New York chartered by the General /.ssembly of 
Spiritualists and shall be entitled to such voting rights 
and privileges as are set forth in this paragraph. Each 
of said auxiliary churches and societies outside of the 
State of New York holding a charter from the General 
Assembly of Spiritualists, in good standing, shall have 
the power to authorize representatives to act as dele- 
gates to the annual convention, and each of said 
churches or societies shall be entitled to one vote. The 
associate membership shall not be a part of the active 
membership and shall not be required to pay any per 
capita tax. The fees pertaining to the associate mem- 
bership shall be ten dollars for each charter held or - 
hereafter issued to such church or society outside of 
the State of New York, and five dollars for each annual 
renewal thereof; ten dollars per annum for each cer- 
tificate granted for mediumship, whether an associate 
minister, licentiate minister, medium or healer. 

No person nor any auxiliary of this assembly shall be 
a member of any other church organization existing or 
pretending to exist as a Spiritualist or psychic religious 
organization. Nor shall any member or auxiliary be 
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entitled to representation in this assembly, for any per- 
son holding, or claiming to hold membership in any 
church or organization other than that for which and 
from which said member or auxiliary claims representa- 
tion in this assembly. 


Sec, 2. The active membership shall be based on the 
individual membership of this assembly and its auxiliary 
chartered churches and societies and shall be those per- 
sons who agree with the general principles set forth in 
the preamble, who shall conform to the constitution and 
by-laws of this assembly, and shall be the only members 
allowed to hold office or vote at meetings of this assem- 
bly; except, however, that all churches or societies hav- 
ing a charter from this assembly shall have power to 
authorize one or more persons to act as delegates for 
their active members; each church or society of the 
active membership shall be entitled to seven votes for 
its charter, and in addition thereto, one vote for every 
twenty-five members or fraction thereof; all votes are 
to be cast by delegates only and as herein set forth. 


Sec. 3. Contributing members shall be those persons 
who do not wish to subscribe or agree with the general 
principles, but desire to aid by contributing to further 
the objects of the General Assembly of Spiritualists but 
shall have no voice in its deliberations. 


Sec. 4. Honorary membership may be conferred at 
any time by action of the board of directors. 


Sec. 5. No person shall be an active member of more 
than one chartered church or society, or have more than 
one vote, either personally or by delegate, except as a 
representative or delegate of an auxiliary church or 
society. All auxiliary churches or societies shall be re- 
quired to furnish, on forms supplied by the secretary 
of the assembly a true and complete list of all its mem- 
bers, with the post office address of each, in its annual 
- report on date required by the assembly, on which re- 
port its representation in the assembly convention shall 
be based and its annual dues assessed. 


Sec. 6. No modification of the form of organization, 
or manner of conducting business, on the part of exist- 
ing churches or societies and organizations, shall be re- 
quired to qualify them for obtaining a charter from this 
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assembly, except so far as may be necessary to select | 
the delegates and otherwise maintain its relation to this 
assembly; but they shall be entitled to a charter by 
making application and paying the fee therefor, and — 
complying with all other requirements of the constitu- 
tion, by-laws and rules of the General Assembly of | 
Spiritualists, and in accordance with the provisions of | 
the religious corporations law relating to Spiritualistic — 
churches. 


Sec. 7. The clerks or secretaries of all chartered | 
churches or societies shall prepare and transmit to the 
secretary of the General Assembly an annual report in 
writing, giving the number and names of members en- 
rolled, with their postoffice address, and such other in- 
formation regarding their respective churches or socie- 
ties as may be required by the board of directors of the 
General Assembly. 


Sec. 8. Small societies or circles may be organized, 
under dispensation, as missionary adjuncts to local 
auxiliary churches or societies, or directly with the 
General Assembly, in. places where there are no auxili- 
ary churches or societies. 


Sec. 9. Whenever called upon by the President 
or Secretary of the General Assembly of Spiritualists, 
each chartered church or society shall produce at a time 
and place mentioned, its books of account and its minute 
book together with a written report giving a list of 
officers and a list of enrolled members, with their ad- 
dresses, and such other information as the board of 
directors of the General Assembly of Spiritualists shall 
require. Failure to comply herewith shall subject the 
church or society to suspension. 


Sec. 10. If it shall at any time appear that a church 
or society has less than seven bona fide enrolled mem- 
bers, the president or board of directors of the General 
Assembly of Spiritualists may suspend such church or 
society from active membership and from participation 
in voting and other rights and privileges. The president 
shall notify the board of each such suspension. The board 
of directors of the General Assembly of Spiritualists is 
empowered to revoke such charter at any time, and the 
charter shall immediately be returned to the secretary 
of the General Assembly of Spiritualists. 
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Sec. 11. All charters and certificates are at all times 
the property of the General Assembly of Spiritualists. 
A suspended or revoked or inactive charter or certifi- 
cate may be removed at any time. by any officer or 
_ director of the General Assembly of Spiritualists. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Means of Raising Revenue. 


Section 1. The board of directors of the General 
Assembly is hereby authorized and empowered to raise 
funds by the following methods: By collecting twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00) for each charter issued to a local 
church or society; twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for each 
ordination certificate; ten dollars ($10.00) for each 
certificate granted for mediumship, whether an asso- 
‘ciate minister, medium or healer; and ten dollars 
($10.00) for each certificate granted to licentiate 
ministers. The required fee shall accompany each ap- 
plication for certificate in order to receive recognition 
and the applicant shall be an active member in good 
standing of a chartered auxiliary church or society, or 
a direct member of this assembly. All holders of said 
certificates are required to retain active membership 
directly or in a chartered church or society of the 
General Assembly of Spiritualists; and annual dues 
from all chartered churches or societies, equivalent to 
fifty (50) cents per capita for each of its active members, 
and two dollars ($2.00) annual dues from each person 
who is a direct active member of the General Assembly. 
By collections to be taken by each chartered church or 
society on the second Sunday of January, or on its 
regular meeting nearest to said date in each year; also 
to receive donations, contributions and bequests. 


Sec. 2. The certificate granted to direct members of 
this assembly, to all clerical attendants under the names 
of licentiate minister, associate minister, missionary, 
medium, psychic, or any other titles hereafter added 
under those of clerical attendants, shall begin with the 
fiscal year hereafter mentioned and can be renewed 
annually for the sum of ten dollars unless otherwise 
provided. 

Sec. 3. The board of directors of the General As- 
sembly is also hereby authorized and empowered to 
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_ raise funds by issuing affiliation charters to churches in 
other states and the Dominion of Canada by collecting 
$10 for each charter and $5 charter dues per year there- 
after but no per capita dues. Each such church will be 
entitled to one vote at convention. 


Sec. 4. The board may excuse the payment of per 
capita dues in cases of charters to camp associations, 
children’s lyceums or charitable associations, and such 
excuse shall exclude representation in the conventions of 
the General Assembly on behalf of its members, but not 
on behalf of its charter, for which they shall be entitled 
to one delegate, who shall have one vote provided an 
annual fee of five dollars ($5.00) shall have been paid; 
no distinction shall be made in the same class of societies. 


Sec. 5. All moneys received from the above named 
sources shall be payable to the secretary of the General 
Assembly, and shall constitute the general fund, and 
shall be used to meet the general expenses of the assem- 
bly, and the same shall not be appropriated to any of 
the special funds by less than a two-thirds vote of the 
board of directors. 


Sec. 6. All donations, contributions and bequests to 
any special fund shall be held and used only for the 
special purposes of such fund. 


AR TICERSIXG 
Fiscal Year. 


The fiscal year of the General Assembly of Spiritual- 
ists shall begin on the first day of June and end with the 
thirty-first day of May, of each year, which shall also 
be the fiscal year for all chartered auxiliary churches 
or societies of the State of New York. 


ARTICLE X. 
Mediumship. 


Section 1. We recognize mediumship as the channel 
of inspiration, progress and power of Spiritualism, and 
as furnishing evidence of the truth of the same. To in- 
sure the best results mediums need greater protection, 
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encouragement and assistance in the exercise of their 
gifts, and aid in case of indigence, and there shall be 
set aside special funds for such purposes, under the 
supervision of the board of directors. All contributions 
to said fund shall be appropriated to no other purpose 
whatever. 


Sec. 2. Ordained ministers shall be required to hold 
certificates in such branches of mediumship from which 
they wish to enjoy the privileges and protection of this 
assembly. 


ARTICLE XI. 
Annual Convention. 


The annual convention of the General Assembly of 
Spiritualists shall be held at such place and date as 
shall be determined upon by the preceding convention. 

The president of the General Assembly shall preside, 
and the secretary thereof shall be the secretary of the 
convention. 

Those having voice in the convention shall be mem- 
bers of the General Assembly of Spiritualists and of its 
chartered churches or societies represented in person or 
by delegates of their respective churches or societies. 
At this convention the regular election of the officers 
and the board of directors for the ensuing year, or until 
the next annual convention, shall take place and all 
necessary business transacted. 


ARTICLE XII. 
Gratitude Day. 


Each auxiliary of the G. A. S. shall observe the third 
Sunday of November of each year as Gratitude Day, 
in commemoration of the deeds of loving kindness done 
for us by messengers from the spirit world and by 
mediyms who have unselfishly opened the doorway of 
communication between the two worlds. On that day, or 
as near thereto as may be feasible, a service shall be 
held in which the beauty and nobility of gratitude is 
exemplified and shall, during that service, take a col- 
lection for the benefit of the mediums’ relief fund. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 
Amendments. 


Amendments to the constitution may be made at any 
annual convention of the General Assembly of 
Spiritualists, provided that a notice thereof in: writing 
shall have been filed with the secretary of the assembly 
at least thirty days prior to the time of holding such 
convention by the member desiring such change, where- 
upon the secretary of this assembly shall give notice of 
the proposed amendments to the clerks or secretaries of 
all chartered churches and societies or other auxiliaries 
and the direct members of this assembly. All amend- 
ments shall be adopted by two-thirds vote of all the 
members and members represented by delegates present 
at any annual convention. 
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BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I. 
Membership. 


Section 1. Any person residing in a town not having 
an auxiliary church or society, who subscribes to the 
preamble, constitution and by-laws, shall, upon the pay- 
ment to the secretary of the sum of two dollars ($2.00), 
be enrolled an active member of this assembly and shall 
be required to pay each succeeding year a like sum as 
annual renewal of membership, also any person who is 
a member in good standing in any subordinate or local 
church or society that pays dues, having a charter from 
this assembly, shall be deemed a member, provided said 
society is not in arrears for dues. Life members are ac- 
tive members. 


Sec. 2. Amy seven or more persons residing in this 
state may apply for a charter by paying the proper fees 
and filing with the secretary an application therefor, 
setting forth the following particulars: The full names 
and residences of the applicants; the purpose or pur- 
poses of their association; the name by which it is to 
be known and chartered, also its domicile, and fully com- 
plying with the religious corporations law relating to 
Spiritualist churches or societies. 


Sec. 3. The board of directors shall, at its earliest 
convenience, pass upon said application, and, if said 
application is approved of by a majority of the entire 
board, a charter shall be issued accordingly; or, if such 
application is not approved, the money at the time such 
application is rejected shall be refunded to the person 
or persons making the application. 


The board of directors shall constitute a committee 
governing the admission of churches or societies in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of chapter 485, laws of 
1914, of the religious corporations law, relating to 
Spiritualist churches of the State of New York. 

In all matters pertaining to the admission of churches 
to this assembly, except in cases where, in the opinion 
of the president, a special meeting is required, no direc- 
tors’ meeting need be held, but directors may act by sign- 
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ing their names to any written resolution or document 
for consideration, and such signature shall, in all re- 
spects, be as binding as though an actual meeting had 
been held and an actual vote taken. 


ARTICLE II. 
Annual Convention. 


Section 1. Robert’s Rule of Order shall be authority 
and govern this assembly in all matters not provided for 
by the constitution and by-laws. 


Sec. 2. The standing committees of the convention 
shall be appointed by the president as occasion requires, 
and shall be as follows: 


On credentials. 
On rules. 
On resolutions. 


On secretary’s financial report and treasurer’s 
report and auditing. 


On societies’ reports. 
On amendments. 
On finance, ways and means. 


These committees shall consist of not less than three 
nor more than five members. 


Sec. 3. The president may appoint the following 
officers for each convention: A sergeant-at-arms, a 
stenographer, an assistant secretary, a reading clerk, a 
musical director and a door keeper, and any special 
officer as occasion may require. 


Sec. 4. No member or delegate shall speak on any 
question before the General Assembly at its business 
sessions more than ten minutes, except by unanimous 
consent. 


Sec. 5. All reports of officers and committees of the 
General Assembly shall be rendered in writing and read 
before the convention; said reading may, however, be 
dispensed with by two-thirds vote. Church or society 
reports shall be rendered in writing and referred (with- 
out reading) to appropriate committees. 
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Sec. 6. The reports of the annual conventions of the 
General Assembly shall be compiled, edited, arranged 
and published, if expedient, under the control of the 
board of directors. 


Sec. 7. The election of officers of the General As- 
sembly of Spiritualists shall take place after all other 
business of the convention has been transacted. 

The president shall prepare a general program for 
each annual convention which must be approved by the 
board of directors in advance of the convention. 


ARTICLE III. 
Officers. 


Section 1. The president shall appoint such county 
or other agents, missionaries or other special represen- 
tatives as the board directs. All such appointments shall 
be submitted to and approved of by the board of direc- 
tors and shall expire with the term of office of the 
president. : 


Sec. 2. The secretary shall, whenever called upon to 
do so by the board of directors, or any committee 
thereof, or the board of any auxiliary church or society, 
submit any or all accounts, records or other books, 
memoranda or documents in his possession, and be- 
longing to the assembly, for their inspection at the secre- 
tary’s headquarters. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Delegates. 


Section 1. The delegates to the annual conventions 
of the General Assembly of Spiritualists shall be elected 
by their respective churches or societies at least ten days 
prior to the assembling of said convention. 


Sec. 2.. The secretary shall at least thirty days and 
not more than sixty days prior to the general convention 
of this assembly transmit to the clerk or secretary of 
each chartered church or society blank credentials in 
duplicate and blank reports. 
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Sec. 3. Any delegate with whom no alternate has 
been shown may appoint a proxy in event of inability 
to serve, provided said proxy is not a delegate at that 
time, and any church or society entitled to representa- 
tion may supplement or -substitute its credentials of 
delegates by sealed instructions to the committee on 
credentials, directing said committee concerning the ap- 
pointment and instruction of the proxies to represent 
said society. 


Sec. 4. The clerk or secretary of each chartered 
church or society shall maké and forward to the secre- 
tary of this assembly an annual report, which shall be 
forwarded at least thirty days prior to the annual con- 
vention of the same, and shall contain the following in- 
formation: The number of enrolled members, list of 
officers, addresses of the same, and such other informa- 
tion as may be specially requested by the board of 
directors. 


ARTICLE V. 
Revenue. 


Section 1. The annual dues of a chartered church or 
society shall be due and payable before the first day of 
June in each year. 


Sec. 2. In the event of failure to pay such dues, such 
defaulting church or society, or member thereof shall 
not be entitled to representation in the convention. 


Sec. 3. The secretary shall notify each church or 
society, by proper letter, of its obligation to take the an- 
nual collection, also of the payment of its annual dues, 
and making of annual report at least thirty days before 
each becomes due. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Ordination. 


Section 1. Any member of this assembly, or one of 
its chartered churches or societies in good standing, de- 
siring to be ordained by this assembly as a minister of 
the religion of Spiritualism must apply in writing, ac-

companied by a recommendation from such church or 
society, to the board of directors, through its clerk or 
secretary, furnishing such information as the board may 
require, together with the fee of twenty-five dollars 
($25) ; whereupon the board shall, at its convenience, 
make due inquiry as to the character, morals and quali- 
fications of the applicant, and, if found satisfactory to 
the board, is hereby empowered to grant to the appli- 
cant a certificate of ordination as a minister and mis- 
sionary of the religion of Spritualism, under such con- 
ditions, including annual dues, as the board may deem 
just and equitable. 


Law and Services of Ordination 


(Whenever the masculine pronoun appears it is to be 
interpreted to mean either male or female persons.) 


Ministry—How Constituted. 


Sec. 2. The ministry of Spiritualism shall consist of 
classes, to wit: Pastors, licentiates, associate ministers, 
missionaries and healers whose duties and qualifica- 
tions are set forth in the following rules and usages: 


Qualifications. 


Sec. 3. No person may become a candidate for or- 
dination until he has received a call to the pastorate of 
some. regularly organized society or church, or been 
appointed missionary by the General Assembly of 
Spiritualists. A uniform fee of twenty-five dollars 
($25.00) shall be required from each applicant for 
ordination. 


Sec. 4. All candidates for ordination must have been 
members in good standing of some auxiliary church or 
society for at least one year. 


Provided, however, That no person shall be eligible 
to ordination unless for at least one year he has held, 
under the jurisdiction of this assembly, or of one of its 
auxiliaries, either a licentiate minister or general mis- 
sionary certificate. 
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Sec. 5. No person shall be eligible for ordination un- 
less he can present ample and recent credentials of good 
character. 


Sec. 6. All candidates must give decisive proof of 
their ability to present intelligently the principles and 
philosophy of Spiritualism. 


Sec. 7. The rite of ordination shall hereafter be con- 
ferred under the auspices of the General Assembly of 
Spiritualists. All duties and services, except as herein 
provided in regard to the secretary, shall be performed 
and conducted by the officers of the General Assembly 
under the direction of its president. 


Sec. 8. All duties and services shall be performed 
and conducted by an ordination commission, consisting 
of not less than three persons afhliated with some church 
or society of the denomination of Spiritualists, which 
commission shall be appointed by the president of the 
General Assembly under the direction of the board of 
directors. 


Sec.9. Incase of the refusal or inability of a minority 
of a commission to serve, the majority may fill such 
vacancy or vacancies from competent and worthy per- 
sons affiliated with a Spiritualist church or society and 
it shall be the duty of the secretary to make such sub- 
stitution a part of the record. 


Jurisdiction Defined. 


Sec. 10. In ordaining pastors, licensing licentiates 
and commissioning associate ministers, missionary me- 
diums and healers the jurisdiction of the General As- 
sembly shall extend over all churches or societies char- 
tered exclusively by it. No person can hereafter be 
legally ordained to the Spiritualist ministry save by and 
through the means above named, except as provided in 
the following section No. 11. 


Ordination Sanction. 


Sec. 11. No person heretofore ordained to the Spirit- 
ualist or other ministry by any church, society or other 
organization, shall be deemed an ordained minister 
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within the meaning of the provisions of ordination, un- 
less such person shall have received ordination sanction 
from the board of directors of the General Assembly of 
Spiritualists. But, before the board of directors shall 
grant ordination sanction to any applicant, it shall re- 
quire the applicant to file over his signature answers 
to the five questions designated by the letters a, b, c, d 
and e in the Order of Exercises in Public Ordination, 
herein contained, and such additional rules as the board 
of directors may adopt. 


Sec. 12. In all cases, the officers of the General As- 
sembly or the commission, as the case may be, shall ap- 
point or elect a competent person, who may or may not 
be one of the officers or one of the commission, who shall 
act as secretary and make a record of everything done 
and all official papers received from the time of the 
application for ordination up to the refusal or consum- 
mation thereof. 


Sec. 13. Before proceeding with the ordination of 
the candidate the officers of the General Assembly or 
the commission, as the case may be, shall subject the 
candidate to a preliminary-examination touching his 
qualifications; and as a part of such examination the 
candidate shall produce evidence of his education, pro- 
fessional equipment, purpose of work, inspirational or 
other forms of spirit control, if he claims to work under 
spirit influence, and length of service as licentiate, or of 
study in some preparatory school. Such diplomas of 
graduation, certificates of character, and letters of 
recommendation as may be held shall be exhibited, and 
such questions as may, in reason, be propounded by the 
examiners, shall be answered. If the examination be 
satisfactory, a formal motion to proceed with the service 
of ordination shall be made and recorded. At the-or- 
dination a synopsis of the record made by the secretary 
shall be read. 


Filing of Records. 


Sec. 14. The church or society at whose instance the 
ordination is conferred shall keep a record of the same.

Time and Place of Ordination. 


Sec. 15. The time and place for public ordination 
may be determined by mutual agreement between the 
candidate, the church or society and the assembly ofh- 
cers or commission. 


Sec. 16. Ministers who have received ordination 
sanction need not be publicly re-ordained. 


Sec. 17. In performing the public ceremony or or- 
dination the order of exercises, herein provided, shall 
be followed, as far as practicable, but the address to 
the candidate shall under no circumstances be omitted. 


Order of Exercises in Public Ordination. 


Sec. 18. 


(1) Organ voluntary. 

(2) Singing by congregation, choir or quartette, etc. 

(3) Reading of appropriate selections. 

(4) Devotional exercises. 

(5) Singing. 

(6) Reading synopsis of the record kept by the 
secretary. 


Address to Candidate. 


(7) The candidate shall rise and face such member 
of the commission as may be selected by them to make 
such address, or the president of the General Assembly 
or such officer as he may appoint to represent him, who 
shall address the candidate as follows: 

You are about to receive at the hands of the General 
Assembly of Spiritualists a high and sacred trust with 
whose care and keeping you shall hereafter be charged. 

You are to have conferred upon you the rite of or- 
dination to the spiritual ministry, through which you 
are empowered to unite persons of legal age in the 
bonds of matrimony, according to the laws of the State 
of New York; to comfort the sorrowing; to administer 
spiritual consolation to those who are about to leave 
the earth; and to conduct the service of burial when- 
ever called upon so to do. 
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__ Before appointing you to this high and sacred office, 

it is my duty, as the authorized representative of the 
General Assembly of Spiritualists, to ask you a few 
questions. 


Questions for Candidates. 
Section 19.— 


(a) Do you acknowledge your belief in Infinite In- 
telligence? Answer: I do. 

(b) Will you, because of your love for truth, keep 
sacred and inviolate the trust now to be committed to 
your care? Answer: I will. 

(c) Do you promise upon your honor as a ........ 
OSS Se eer in the presence of the angels and 
these witnesses in the form, to foster, protect and defend 
every principle of right and justice, to honor and exalt 
your mediumship or ministry, and to glorify the cause 
of truth so long as you shall live? Answer: I do. 

(d) Do you promise to uphold this assembly and the 
cause of organization in all good works, to the end that 
local societies may be strengthened, happy homes estab- 
lished, and good out-wrought for all? Answer: I do. 

(e) Do you declare your belief in the principles of 
the General Assembly of Spiritualists, and assert your 
positive conviction of the truths of the tenets of 
Spiritualism? Answer: I do. 

Having received your solemn promise I, representing 
the General Assembly of Spiritualists, under the 
authority conferred upon me, now declare you ordained 
to the sacred office of a minister of the religion of 
Spiritualism and clothed with all the rights and 
privileges vested in a minister of religion, according to 
the laws of the State of New York. . 

Felicitations by ordaining officers or commission. 

Benediction. 


Installation. 


Section 20. After a minister has been ordained or 
received ordination sanction, as hereinbefore provided, 
he shall be -formally installed with appropriate exer- 
cises as pastor by the society or church to which he has 
been called, which may invite other Spiritualists and 
believers in other faiths to participate.

Sec. 21. The president of the church or society shall 
extend the right hand of fellowship to the minister 
being installed, or this office may be performed by some 
other person to whom by courtesy the same may be 
delegated by the president. The ordination exercises 
may be used as a guide for the installation. 


Compensation of Pastors, etc. 


Section 22. The compensation of pastors, licentiates, 
associate ministers, and other clerical attendants shall 
be such salary as may be provided by the churches or 
societies which they may serve, or such fees and con- 
tributions as they may receive from or on behalf of 
those persons to whom they may minister through their 
spiritual gifts; or salary, fees and contributions com- 
bined, and as determined by the church board. 


Licentiates—Duties. 


Section 23. Spiritualist churches or societies may, in 
their discretion, elect one or more of their members as 
licentiates, whose duty it shall be to conduct the services 
in the absence of the minister, when occasion requires, 
and follow such line of study and work as will best fit 
them for full service in the ministry. After such election 
the church or society may make application to the Gen- 
eral Assembly to license the persons so elected to per- 
form the duties aforesaid. 


Qualifications. 


Section 24. All persons thus elected and licensed 
should be chosen with strict regard to their ability to 
progress in the work, their educational fitness and 
moral worth. No person shall be so elected and licensed 
who has not been a member in good standing for one 
calendar year of some auxiliary church or society of 
the General Assembly. 

After one year of service a licentiate shall be eligible 
as a candidate for ordination, providing he has made 
sufficient progress in the line of education and unfold- 
ment as a speaker and has conducted himself in an 
exemplary manner. 
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Sec. 25. No licentiate shall assume the title of 
“Reverend,” or perform the ceremony of marriage; nor 
shall he perform the full prerogatives of an ordained 
minister until he has received legal ordination, as here- 
inbefore provided. 


Associate Ministers, Mediums and Psychics. 


Section 26. The associate ministry of Spiritualism 
shall consist of mediums and psychics, through whom 
physical phenomena can be produced, and test and mes- 
sage mediums who depend solely upon seances, circles 
and private readings for a livelihood, who, for one 
calendar year, have been members in good standing of 
. some auxiliary church or society where application is 
made, and are known to possess psychical powers of a 
genuine and edifying nature. 


Sec. 27. None of these mediums and psychics shall 
be eligible for ordination, but may be commissioned, on 
the application of the church or society of which they 
are members, by the General Assembly as associate 
ministers. Associate ministers shall not assume the title 
of “Reverend,” nor perform the marriage ceremony. 


No auxiliary of this Assembly shall permanently em- 
ploy or engage any person in any branch of the ministry 
unless or until such person shall be duly commissioned 
by the General Assembly in some branch of the ministry. 
Employment for more than three succeeding weeks shall 
be deemed permanent employment within the meaning 
of this section. 


Duties. 


Section 28. The duties of associate ministers shall be 
to render all possible assistance to the churches or so- 
cieties of which they may be members and to the cause 
of Spiritualism at large, by administering spiritual 
consolidation through the giving of messages and by 
demonstrating the fact of spirit return in holding of 
circles and seances. 


Sec. 29. The faithful discharge of these duties shall 
entitle them to the protection of the church or society to 
which they belong, as well as the protection of the 
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General Assembly of Spiritualists in case of persecu- 
tion, unjust or illegal prosecution, or in case any in- 
justice or indignity is offered them because of the 
legitimate use of their mediumship or psychic powers. 


Examinations. 


Section 30. The satisfaction given by the exercise of 
their powers as mediums and psychics, as well as their 
moral character, shall determine the fitness of persons 
to receive commissions as associate ministers. These 
qualifications shall be passed upon by a committee ap- 
pointed by the official board of the General Assembly. 
Each seance shall be judged by itself, and no medium 
shall be declared incapable because of one failure to 
produce phenomena of a positive character. 


Sec. 31. The certificates issued to licentiates and 
associate ministers shall state boldly in the body thereof 
that the persons to whom they are issued shall not 
thereby be entitled either to assume the title of 
“Reverend,” or perform the marriage ceremony. 


Clerical Attendants. 


Section 32. The clerical attendants of the General 
Assembly of Spiritualists includes associate ministers, 
mediums, psychics, seers, prophets and healers, through 
or by whom physical, spiritual or mental phenomena 
can be produced for the religious, spiritual, mental or 
physical comfort and well-being of others. The board 
of directors may add such other titles or officers, to be 
classed as clerical attendants, as it deems proper and 
establish rules governing the duties of all clerical 
attendants. 


Missionaries. 


Sec. 33. The president may appoint missionaries, 
such appointments to have the approval of the board 
of directors, and shall expire with the term of office 
of the president. 

The duties of a missionary shall be to teach, demon- 
strate and propagate the religion of Spiritualism, 
representing the G. A. S. in this endeavor. It shall be 
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the duty of a missionary whenever called upon to help 
establish harmony and fellowship among our members, 
to give counsel and render such assistance as lies within 
his power wherever possible; to help in the forming of 
groups and estavlishment of churches; and to report 
to the president or board of directors from time to time 
his activities, observations and findings in the course 
of his duties, and to offer suggestions or remedies of 
situations that may arise. 


The status of a missionary shall be that of a licentiate 
at large, except that where ordination has been con- 
ferred, such missionary would have the additional 
status of an ordained minister. 


The activities of a missionary in any church shall be 
subject to the approval of the pastor or board of trustees 
of such church, unless the missionary has been assigned 
_ to some specific duty by order of the president or board 
_of directors of the G. A. S. with proper credentials 
therefor. 


The president of the G. A. S. shall be empowered to 
cancel the appointment of a missionary if in his discre- 
tion such action is deemed advisable. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Grievances—Trials. 
Complaint and Copy to Be Filed. 


Section 1. Any member or chartered church or so- 
ciety having any valid grievance against any officer, 
chartered auxiliary, pastor, licentiate, associate pastor, 
missionary, representative, special agent, healer, or 
other clerical attendant of this Assembly, may file a bill 
of complaint with the secretary, setting forth such 
grievances, together with a copy of said bill. The secre- 
tary shall submit such bill to the board of directors for 
investigation and final action. 


Procedure. 


Section 2. If the board of directors deems the griev- 
ance a valid one, and the complainant has complied 
with all the rules and the provisions for fees and se- 
curity for costs (unless exempt under the proviso of 
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section 6 of this article), the secretary shall cause the 
said copy of the bill, together with a notice to answer, 
to be mailed by registered letter, or otherwise served 
upon the party complained against, and said notice 
shall require the filing of an answer within thirty days 
from the date thereof. 


Equity Rules to Govern. 


Section 3. Appearance shall be entered, and the case 
shall proceed according to the rules of equity practice 
in the courts of the place of trial; and a final hearing 
and argument shall be had before the board or a com- 
mission appointed by the board to find the facts. 


Judgment. 


Section 4. Upon the finding of facts, the board shall 
rule and enter judgment as equity and justice may re- 
quire, by filing, impeaching, suspending or expelling 
the defendant, or by modifying or cancelling the char- 
ter, certificate or commission. 


Time and Place of Trial. 


Section 5. In the trial of grievances by the G. A. S. 
care shall be taken to fix such time and place for the 
trial as may be fair and most convenient to all parties 
concerned, 


Rules to Govern Trials. 


Section 6. The board of directors may, by a majority 
vote of all, make reasonable standing rules, not in con- 
flict with the constitution or by-laws, to govern the trial 
of cases, and may fix fees and provide for the giving of 
security for costs; and, in the absence of standing rules, 
may make rules to govern each case as it arises; pro- 
vided no complainant or defendant shall be denied a 
hearing because poverty makes it impossible to pay the 
prescribed fees or give security for costs. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Auxiliaries in Arrears. 


In the event that any auxiliary of the G. A. S. be- 
comes two years in arrears in its dues it shall, at the 
expiration of thirty days from the last default, become 
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the duty of the secretary to send to said auxiliary a 
statement showing its default, and a notice to show 
cause within thirty days from the date thereof why its 
charter should not be cancelled. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Temporary Suspension. 


When in the opinion of the president, an expediency 
shall arise in which action shall be necessary for the 
good and welfare of the General Assembly of Spiritual- 
ists to suspend temporarily the activity of any charter 
and/or certificate, the president shall notify the other 
members of the board of his intention and the reasons 
thereof to deem the charter or certificate temporarily 
revoked, and failing to receive immediate objections to 
such action from the majority of members of the board, 
the said charter or certificate shall be deemed tem- 
porarily revoked, and the charter and certificate shall 
immediately be returned to any officer of the board upon 
demand. This revocation shall remain effective until a 
decision after a trial before the board. 


Such trial shall be afforded at a time and place which 
the board shall specify. 


In order to receive such a trial, a petition therefor 
must be submitted to the secretary of the General As- 
sembly of Spiritualists within three months of this 
revocation. 


ARTICLE X. 


Amendments. 


These by-laws may be repealed, suspended or 
amended at any annual convention of this Assembly by 
an affirmative vote of a majority of the delegates and 
active members, 
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RULES OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


Rule 1. Meetings of the Board of Directors may be 
called by the president at his discretion, or shall be 
called by the secretary upon the written request of five 
members of the board, filed with him. 


Rule 2. It shall be the duty of the president or mem- 
bers, upon calling a meeting of the board to state the 
purpose of said meeting in the call and to give due and 
sufficient notice of the same to each and every director, 
through the secretary. 


Rule 3. Reports shall be rendered to the directors, 
at each regular meeting of the same, by the president, 
secretary, treasurer and each standing committee, of all 
matters done and performed by them since the last 
preceding meeting. 


Rule 4. The amount of the bond of the secretary and 
treasurer shall be fixed by the board of directors. 


Rule 5. No donations, contributions, gifts or be- 
quests for the benefit of any fund of this Assembly shall 
be receipted by any agent, missionary, representative, 
or attorney, in behalf of the Assembly, unless he is 
especially authorized under seal to do so. 


Rule 6. Upon filing a bill of comolaint under Sec- 
tion 1 of Article VII, of the by-laws, complainant shall 
pay a fee of ten dollars ($10), to be applied to the pay- 
ment of the costs in the case. 


Rule 7. All camp associations, children’s lyceums, 
charitable associations and educational institutions 
shall be exempt from the payment of the per capita 
dues. 


Rule 8. The secretary shall provide and keep on 
hand at the principal office of the Assembly a supply of 
blanks and the necessary stationery for use of his office. 


Rule 9. All appointed officials of the board of di- 
rectors shall make their annual reports to the board not 
less than one week previous to the annual convention. 
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Rule 10. The president of any auxiliary, of the 
G. A. S., or person acting in place thereof, while per- 
forming the duties of that office, at meetings of the 
church or elsewhere, shall be known as a clerical 
attendant. 


Rule 11. Business of the board of directors may be 
transacted by mail, all questions for consideration to be 
sent by the secretary to each director, who shall inform 
the secretary of his decision on the matters under con- 
sideration, and, if approved by a majority of the di- 
rectors, the secretary will proceed the same as if a 
meeting of the directors had been held and action taken 
thereon. 
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RELIGIOUS CORPORATIONS 


Chapter 485, Laws of New York, 1914 


AN ACT to amend the Religious Corporations law by 
adding a new section, relating to Spiritualist 
churches, 

The people of the State of New York, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter fifty-three of the laws of nineteen 
hundred and nine, entitled “An act in relation to re- 
ligious corporations, constituting chapter fifty-one of 
the consolidated laws,” is hereby amended by adding 
thereto a new article and sections, as follows: 


ARTICLE XIII. 
Spiritualist Churches. 


Section 262. This article applies only to a Spiritual- 
ist church in connection with the General Assembly of 
Spiritualists. 

Section 263. Incorporation of unincorporated 
churches and system of incorporation and government. 
A meeting for the purpose of incorporating an unincor- 
porated Spiritualist church in connection with the 
General Assembly of Spiritualists must be called and 
held in pursuance of the provisions of this article: 

1. The notice and call of such meeting shall be in 
writing and shall state in substance that a meeting of 
such unincorporated church will be held at its usual 
place of worship at a specified day and hour for the 
purpose of incorporating such church and designating 
trustees thereof. 

2. The notice must be signed at least by seven per- 
sons of full age who are then in good and regular 
standing at such church by admission into full member- 
ship therewith, in accordance with the rules and regu- 
lations of such church, and who have in good faith 
expressed in open meeting their belief in the tenets of 
faith adopted by the General Assembly of Spiritualists. 

3. The notice must have endorsed thereon the ap- 
proval of the body of the General Assembly of 
Spiritualists governing the admission of churches. 
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4. A copy of such notice with the approval endorsed 
thereon shall be publicly read at a regular meeting of 
such unincorporated church for public worship, on the 
two successive Sundays immediately preceding the 
meeting, by any person qualified to sign such notice. 


Section 264. At the meeting for incorporation, held 
in pursuance to such notice, the qualified voters unless 
otherwise decided as hereinafter provided shall all be 
persons of full age who have worshipped with such 
church, and have regularly contributed to its support 
according to its usages, for at least one year or since 
it was formed, and who have in good faith in open 
meeting expressed their belief in the tenets of faith 
adopted by the General Assembly of Spiritualists. At 
such meeting the presence of a majority of such quali- 
fied voters, at least seven in number, shall be necessary 
to constitute a quorum, and all matters or questions 
shall be decided by a majority of the qualified voters 
voting thereon. The meeting shall be called to order by 
a person delegated so to do by the president of the 
General Assembly of Spiritualists. There shall be 
elected at such meeting, from the qualified voters then 
present a presiding officer, a clerk to keep the records 
of the proceedings of the meeting and two inspectors of 
election to receive the ballots cast. The presiding officer 
and the inspectors shall decide the result of the ballots 
cast on any matter, and shall be the judges of the quali- 
fications of the voters. If the meeting shall decide that 
such unincorporated church shall become incorporated, 
the meeting shall also decide upon the name of the pro- 
posed corporation, the number of trustees thereof, which 
shall be three, six or nine, and the date, not more than 
fifteen months thereafter, on which the first annual 
election of the trustees thereof shall be held; and it 
may, by a two-thirds vote, decide that all members of 
the unincorporated church, of full age, in good and 
regular standing, who have worshipped with such 
church but who have not contributed to the financial 
support thereof, shall also be qualified voters at such 
meeting. Such meeting shall thereupon elect by ballot 
from the persons qualified to vote thereat, of the number 
of trustees so decided on who shall hold office until the 
first annual election of trustees thereafter, one-third of 
such number of trustees who shall hold office until the 
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second annual election of trustees thereafter, and one- 
third of such number of trustees who shall hold office 
until the third annual election of trustees thereafter, or 
until the respective successors of such trustees shall be 
elected. Such meeting shall also elect by ballot a clerk 
or secretary of the corporation, who shall hold his office 
until the close of the next annual meeting. 


Section 265. The certificate of incorporation. If the 
meeting shall decide that such unincorporated church 
shall become incorporated, the presiding officer of such 
meeting and the two inspectors of election shall execute 
a certificate setting forth the name of the proposed 
corporation, the number of trustees thereof, the names 
of the persons elected as trustees, the terms of office for 
which they were respectively elected, and the county or 
town, city or village in which its principal place of 
worship is, or is intended to be, located. The name. of 
such church as adopted shall bear the words, “in con- 
nection with the General Assembly of Spiritualists.” 
On the filing and recording of such certificate, after it 
shall have been acknowledged or proved as herein- 
before provided, the persons qualified to vote at such 
meeting and those persons who shall thereafter, from 
time to time, be qualified voters at the corporate meet- 
ings thereof, shall be a corporation by the name stated 
in such certificate, and the persons therein stated to be 
elected trustees of such church shall be the trustees 
thereof for the terms for which they were respectively 
elected and until their respective successors shall be 
elected. 


Section 266. Time, place and notice of corporate 
meetings. The annual corporate meeting of every church 
incorporated under this article shall be held at the 
time and place fixed by its by-laws, or, if no time and 
place be so fixed, then at a time and place to be first 
fixed -by its trustees, but to be changed only by a by-law 
adopted at an annual meeting. A special corporate meet- 
ing shall be called by the board of trustees thereof, on 
its own motion, and shall be called on the written re- 
quest of at least seven qualified voters of such church. 
The trustees shall cause notice of the time and place of 
its annual corporate meeting, and of the names of any 
trustees whose successors are to be elected thereat, and 
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if a special meeting, of the business to be transacted 
thereat, to be publicly read by the presiding officer of 
such church or any trustees thereof at a regular meet- 
ing of the church for public worship, on the two suc- 
cessive Sundays immediately preceding such meeting. 


Section 267. Organization and conduct of corporate 
meetings; qualifications of voters. At every corporate 
meeting of a church incorporated under this article all 
persons of full age, who for one year next preceding 
such meeting have worshipped with such church and 
have regularly contributed to its financial support, ac- 
cording to its usages, shall be qualified voters; but, if 
so decided, by a two-thirds vote at the original meeting 
or at any annual corporate meeting thereof, after notice 
of such meeting all members of such ¢hurch of full age 
and in good and regular standing, by admission to mem- 
bership therewith, who have worshipped with such 
church for one year next preceding the meeting at which 
they vote, may also be admitted as qualified voters at 
corporate meetings. At such corporate meetings, the 
presence of at least seven persons qualified to vote 
thereat shall be necessary to constitute a quorum; and 
all matters or questions shall be decided by a majority 
of the qualified voters voting thereon, except that by-laws 
can only be adopted or amended by a two-thirds vote. 
The clerk or secretary of the corporation shall call the 
meeting to order; and under his supervision the quali- 
fied voters then present shall choose a presiding officer 
and two inspectors of election to receive the ballots cast. 
The presiding officer and the inspectors of election shall 
declare the result of the ballots cast on any matter and 
shall be the judges of the qualifications of the voters. At 
such annual corporate meeting, successors to those 
trustees whose terms of office then expire shall be elected 
by ballot from the qualified voters, for a term of three 
years thereafter, and until their successors shall be 
elected. A clerk or secretary of the corporation shall be 
elected by ballot, who shall hold office until the close of 
the next annual meeting, and until his successor shall 
be elected. 


Section 268. Election and salary of ministers. The 
ministerial and clerical attendants of any such church 
shall be called, elected and removed and their salaries 
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fixed as such corporation in its by-laws shall provide, 
but no such church shall call, or elect any such person to 
perform any of the duties of a minister or clerical atten- 
dant who has not been regularly commissioned so to 
act by the General Assembly of Spiritualists according 
to its rules, after examination into the character and 
qualifications of such person by its committees regularly 
appointed, nor shall any such church retain any person 
as its minister or clerical attendant after it has been 
regularly notified that such person has been suspended 
or removed according to the rules and regulations of 
the General Assembly of Spiritualists covering such 
matters. 


Section 269. Duties of ministers, at cetera. Ministers 
and clerical attendants shall perform such duties as the 
by-laws shall direct in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the General Assembly of Spiritualists. 


Section 270. Reincorporation or present incorporated 
Spiritualist churches. Any Spiritualist church heretofore 
incorporated may reincorporate under the provisions of 
this article by filing in the county clerk’s office of the 
county in which its principal place of worship is lo- 
cated, a certificate that at a special meeting held pursu- 
ant to the provisions of section two hundred and sixty- 
six of this article, that such church had by two-thirds 
vote of the members present and qualified to vote, duly 
voted to reincorporate under the provisions hereof. 
Such certificate shall be signed by the presiding officer 
and two inspectors of election acting thereat and shall 
be acknowledged, and shall bear the indorsement and 
consent of the body of the General Assembly of Spiritu- 
alists governing admission of churches. The name of 
such church shall thereafter have afhixed the words, “in 
connection with the General Assembly of Spiritualists.” 


Section 271. Any church incorporating or reincor- 
porating under this article shall be subject to the rules 
and regulations of the General Assembly of Spiritualists 
relating to affliated churches. 


Section 272. The word church as used herein shall 
mean any church or society organized for the purpose 
of worshipping as Spiritualists as a religion. 


Section 273. This act shall take effect immediately. 
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WHAT IS SPIRITUALISM?

WHAT IS SPIRITUALISM? 
A MEDIUM? A HEALER? 


Spiritualism is the science, philosophy and religion of 
continuous life, based upon the demonstrated fact of com- 
munication by means of mediumship, with those who live 
in the spirit world. 

Spiritualism is a science because it investigates, analyzes 
and classifies facts and manifestations demonstrated from the 
spirit side of life. 

Spiritualism is a philosophy because it studies the laws of 
nature both on the seen and unseen sides of life and bases its 
conclusions upon present observed facts. It accepts statements 
when sustained by reason and by results of observed facts of 
the present day. 

Spiritualism is a religion because it strives to understand 
and to comply with the physical, mental and spiritual laws of 
nature, “which are the laws of God.” 

A SPIRITUALIST is one who believes, as the basis of his 
or her religion, in the communication between this and the 
spirit world by means of mediumship, and who endeavors to 
mold his or her character and conduct in accordance with the 
highest teachings derived from such communion. 


A Medium is one whose organism is sensitive to vibrations 
from the spirit world, and through whose instrumentality, 
intelligences in that world are able to convey messages and 
produce the phenomena of Spiritualism. 


A Spiritualist Healer is one who either through his own 
inherent powers or through his mediumship, is able to im- 


part vital, curative forces to pathological conditions. 


TELLS RESULTS OF SPIRITUAL HEALING 


The results of Spiritual Healing are produced in several 
ways tO wit: 


1. By the spiritual influences working through the body 
of the medium and thus infusing curative, stimulating and 
vitalizing fluids and energies into the diseased parts of the 
patient's body. 


2. By the spiritual influences illuminating the brain of 
the healing medium and thereby intensifying the perception 
of the medium so that the cause, nature and seat of the disease 
in the patient become known to the medium. 


3. Through the application of absent treatments whereby 
spiritual beings combine their own healing forces with the 
magnetism and vitalizing energy of the medium and convey 
them to the patient who is distant from the medium and 
cause them to be absorbed by the system of the patient. 


SPIRITUAL HEALING is recognized by the New Testa- 
ment. It has been a tenet of ancient and modern religions 
and is now a tenet of Modern Spiritualism practiced by our 


healers. 
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In accordance with the Bible statement that “life and death 
are in the power of the tongue’, Spiritualists use affirmations 
knowing they register on the subconscious mind and produce 
after their kind. 


Every spoken word of a constructive nature assists in 
changing the patient’s thought polarity, from thoughts that 
repel healing power to thoughts that attract this need. 


Broadcasting affirmations voices our needs to the spirit 
world where they are received by those qualified to assist us. 
Affirmations transfer the patient's thoughts from the material 
to the spiritual, thus preparing the way for assistance from 
spirit helpers. 


Spiritualists believe affirmations or suggestions play an 
important role in our lives. Every thought we think has its 
effect on every cell of the human body, either for health or 
disease. Anger, fear, hatred, jealosuy, and despair depress the 
vital action. Faith, hope, happiness, and kindness stimulate 
the life forces and promote nutrition. Depressing thoughts 
create disease and can kill. 


Spiritualism believes an agent like this is worth reckoning 
with. Through suggestion or the control of the mind, the most 
wonderful results can be achieved morally, intellectually and 
psychically. Under proper conditions of life and health 
thoughts, man possesses within his own body all essential 
antitoxins to restore and maintain perfect health. 


Spiritualism does not deny that physicians and surgeons 


are quite necessary. We cooperate with them at all times. 


MEDIUMSHIP does not depend upon belief or goodness. 
It has been manifested in all ages, to men of all faiths, to 
the good, the bad and the indifferent. Goodness and character 


are the result of individual effort, self-control and earnest 
desire. 


The truths of Spiritualism have been established after 
much questioning, much examination, much comparison and 
much testing. They have come for many centuries through 
mediums all over the globe and from many spiritual sources, 
with wonderful unanimity; and they satisfy our reason and 


our sense of justice. 


SPIRITS CAN MAKE 
VISUAL APPEARANCE 


The inhabitants of the spirit world, under proper condi- 
tions, have the power to—and many do—return to this world 
and manifest themselves in various ways, from a mental 
impression or suggestion to a visual appearance. The extent 
to which this can be done depends upon the knowledge of 
the controlling spirit and the kind and degree of mediumistic 


qualities possessed by the sensitive. 


Communications from the spirit world are not necessarily 
infallible truths, but may partake of the imperfections of the 
mind from which they emanate and of the misinterpretation 
by those to whom they are given. 

No inspired communication, in this or past age, whatever 
claims may be or have been set up as to its source, is authori- 
tative beyond the truth it expresses to the person to whom it 
is given. Truth is the standard by which all inspired and all 
spiritual teachings must be tested. There were false as well as 
true prophets in Old Testament times, as well as in the 
present age. 

Inspiration, or the influx of ideas and promptings from the 
spirit world, is not a miracle of a past age, but a perpetual 
fact, the ceaseless method of Infinite Intelligence for human 


elevation. 


FOUNDATION OF BELIEF OUTLINED 


Spiritualism does not subscribe to creed or dogma but has, 
as the foundation of its belief, a declaration of principles: 

1. We believe in Infinite Intelligence. By this we express 
our belief in a supreme Impersonal Power, everywhere 
present, manifesting as life, through all forms of organized 
matter, called by some, God, by others, Spirit, and by Spiritu- 


alists, Infinite Intelligence. 


2. We believe that the phenomena of nature, both physi- 


cal and spiritual, are the expressions of Infinite Intelligence. 


In this manner we express our belief in the immanence of 
Spirit and that all forms of life are manifestations of Spirit 
or Infinite Intelligence and thus that all men are children 


of God. 
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3. Weaffirm that a correct understanding of such expres- 
sion and living in accordance therewith constitute true 
religion. 


A correct understanding of the laws of nature, on the 
physical, mental and spiritual planes of life, and living in 
accordance therewith will unfold the highest aspirations and 
attributes of the soul, which is the correct function of true 
religion. 

4. We affirm that the existence and personal identity of 
the individual continues after the change called death. 

We accept death as a transitional state, believing life here 


and life hereafter is all one life whose continuity of conscious- 


ness is unbroken by the discarding of the physical body. 


5. WE AFFIRM that communication with the so-called 
dead is a fact, scientifically proven by the phenomena of 


Spiritualism. 


Spirit communication has been in evidence in all ages of 
the world and is amply recorded in both sacred and profane 
literature of all ages. Orthodoxy has accepted these manifesta- 
tions and has interpreted them in dogma and creed in terms 
as supernatural. Spiritualism accepts and recognizes these 
manifestations as merely supernormal and interprets them in 
the understanding and light of natural law. 

6. We believe that the highest morality is contained in 
the Golden Rule, “Whatsoever ye would that others should 


do unto you, do ye also unto them.” 

This precept we believe to be true. It points the way to 
harmony, peace and happiness. Wherever tried it has proven 
successful, and when fully understood and practiced, will 
bring peace and happiness to man on earth. 

7. WE AFFIRM the moral responsibility of the indi- 
vidual, and that he makes his own happiness or unhappiness 
as he obeys or disobeys nature’s physical and spiritual laws. 

Man himself is responsible for the welfare of the world 
in which he lives; for its welfare or its misery, for its happi- 
ness or unhappiness and if he is to obtain heaven upon earth, 
he must learn to make that heaven, for himself and for others. 

Individually, man is responsible for his own spiritual 


growth and welfare. Sins and wrong doing must be outgrown 


and overcome. Virtue and love of good must take their place. 
Spiritual growth and advancement must be attained by aspira- 
tion and personal striving. Vicarious atonement has no place 
in the philosophy of Spiritualism. 


Each one must carry his own cross to Calvary’s heights in 
the overcoming of wrong-doing and replacing such with 
right. 


8. WE AFFIRM that the doorway to reformation is never 
closed against any soul, here or hereafter. 


We discard entirely the terrible wrong and illogical teach- 
ings of eternal damnation, and in place thereof we accept and 
present for consideration of thinking people the thought of 
the continuity of life beyond the change called death. 


A natural life is where the opportunity for growth and 
progress to better, higher and more spiritual conditions are 
open to all, even as they are here on the earth plane of life. 


We reject such teachings as a “hell fire’, but we do teach 
that sin and wrong-doing will necessarily bring remorse and 
suffering that would be relieved by the individual’s own ef- 
forts, if not here, then in the hereafter. 


If we make our own lives better while here, and that of 
our neighbors happier, we shall unfold that happiness or 
heaven on earth which we shall carry with us into the spirit 
world. 


9. We affirm that the precepts of prophecy contained in 
the Bible is a divine attribute proven through mediumship. 


SPIRITUALISM STARTED IN 1848 


Mediumistic phenomena have always existed, or at least 
have existed since our primitive ancestors became distinctly 
observant, as note the countless instances in the Bible, in the 
classical literature of the Greeks and Romans, in the tradi- 
tions of the saints, in oriental myths, in traditions of the 
American Indians, and in folklore the world over. 

But these phenomena did not make modern Spiritualism 
until men realized what they meant. Fossils did not make 


palentology until men knew what the fossils meant. 


Through the Hydesville Rappings, on March 31, 1848, and 
the weeks following, men realized for the first time in the 
history of the world that those who have left the earth plane 
through the avenue of transition (or death) retain the con- 
sciousness they held at that moment. They can under proper 
conditions and in conformity with the immutable operations 
of natural law communicate through mediumship. When 
men realized that, that was Spiritualism, — and that God 
again had worked in a mysterious way His wonders to 


perform. 
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MODERN Spiritualism was born March 31, 1848, in a 
humble cottage at Hydesville, N. Y., occupied by the Fox 
family, the tenant to be disturbed by mysterious raps. 

The family was greatly disturbed by constant rappings at 
all hours. At first it was considered just a case of another 
haunted house. The two youngest girls, Margaret and Katie, 
remained unafraid even though on this particular night the 
raps increased in intensity, followed by noises as of moving 


furniture. 


Katie noticed that, when her father was testing the rattling 
of the windows to see if the wind was the cause of the noises, 
raps corresponded to the number of times he shook the 
windows. Playfully, Katie snapped her fingers only to find 
the raps again corresponded; and correctly answered her ques- 
tions. A code was thus suggested and by this means their first 


communication was established. 


IT WAS revealed that the raps were made by a peddler 
who had been murdered in that cottage and whose body had 
been placed in the basement. Later, proof of this fact was 
forthcoming. His untiring efforts through the raps, etc., 
proved he still lived and had retained his consciousness and 
memory. It answered the age-old question of Job, revealing— 


“There is no death!” “There are no dead!” 
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Immediately after the rapping experiences of the Fox 
sisters, many all over the land acknowledged they were medi- 
umistic and had received phenomena. These phenomena kept 
increasing in number and complexity up to the present time. 

All are really mental of course, in the sense that all show 
intelligence and purpose, but those which take place apart 
from the medium’s body, or in which the medium’s mind 


plays no part, are classed as physical. 


PHENOMENA STUDIED 
TELL CONCLUSIONS 


Competent students and qualified scientists have studied 
the vast array of mediumistic phenomena in private consulta- 
tion, circles, seances, laboratories, and on the public platform. 
They have listened to the more advanced spirit people evi- 
dencing through the more highly developed mediums, and 
have come to certain conclusions. 

They learned: 

1. Spirits teach that every mortal, regardless of race, color, 
clime or age, is destined to continue their life after death, 
not as a matter of faith, nor due to any creed, not through the 
mercy of God, not through the offices of saint or savior, but 


by the orderly processes of natural law. 
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2. That the spirit world into which we enter after shed- 
ding the physical body is a natural world, separated from this 
world by rate of vibration.

3. That there is no judgment, with crowns for believers 
and places of torment for unbelievers, but that, at death, each 
soul automatically gravitates to the plane of spiritual con- 


sciousness for which its earth existence prepared it. 


4, That the goal of life is the unfolding and development 
of the individual soul and the faculties it houses, a process 
continuing throughout eternity. As we progress on the other 
side and our spirit bodies become more refined, they become 
more finely attuned, vibrating on a higher key, permitting 
exercising of senses that were unable to express while the 
soul manifested through the physical body. This enables 
spirit people to enjoy colors, music, flowers, beauty, etc., in 
the spirit world—that are far beyond the comprehension of 


mortal man. 


Spiritualism accepts and teaches the philosophy of Jesus, 
and endeavors to emulate his demonstrations of mediumship, 
since He states “Greater things than these shall ye do”; “Go 
thou and do likewise”. His psychic disciples obeyed these ad- 
monitions. Spiritualism wonders why the Christian church of 


today ignores them, and some even deny their possibility. 
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SPREADS TO 41 NATIONS IN 100 YEARS 


It is through mediumship that Modern Spiritualism accom- 
plished the unique in the annals of religion. In short one 
hundred years, following the Raps at Hydesville, it entered 
41 nations without one cent of missionary money being spent. 


Spiritualism proved it found its own missionaries. When- 
ever and wherever humans sensitized to the spirit rates of 
vibration existed, they were used as missionaries. 


Spiritualism is not built around the life or works of any 
one individual in any one era of time, nor does it accept but 
one Bible. It is eclectic in nature, accepting truth wherever it 


is found. 


It believes the Infinite has ever and always been interested 
in the welfare and advancement of the human race, not just 
that section of humanity that has lived in the past two thou- 
sand years, completely oblivious of all who existed prior to 
that time, hence our objection to vicarious atonement, which 
we consider contrary to and inconsistent with the operations 
of universal, immutable, eternal natural law. 


TO TEACH the science, philosophy and religion of Spirit- 
ualism to all who seek such knowledge; and to prepare stu- 
dents for ordination and the Degree of National Spiritualist 
Teacher—our seminary, The Morris Pratt Institute, with a 
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library of 2,300 volumes is located at 11811 Watertown 
Plank Rd., on the west side of the city of Milwaukee. 


On the plot of seven and a half acres the first unit of six 
planned for, is now in operation, with every effort made to 
train the individual students that they will have perfect co- 
ordination of the faculties of body, mind and soul; a knowl- 
edge of both ancient and contemporary religions; and a deep, 


accurate knowledge of Spiritualism. 


In studying religions one is impressed by the pattern of 
how frequently revelations occurred, after which the people 
clamored for a sign to prove the revelation. In this respect 


Spiritualism conformed to the pattern. 


In 1847 America’s great philosopher, Andrew Jackson 
Davis, the Poughkeepsie Seer, foretold the coming of this 
great truth. The following year, in 1848, the sign was forth- 
coming in the Raps at Hydesville; also demonstrating the 
Scriptural texts: “And a little child shall lead them”; “Out of 


the mouths of babes shall issue wisdom.”
